CHAPTER I. 

WILLIAM SLADE, THE ANCESTOR. 

W ILLIAM SLADE, who resided successively in Leba- 
non, Conn., in Hebron, Conn., and in that part of 
East Windsor, Conn., known as Ellington Parish 
and incorporated as the town of Ellington in 1786, was 
the earliest known American ancestor of the branch of the 
Slade family commemorated in this volume. 

The authentic history of William Slade begins with the 
record of his marriage in Lebanon, Conn., July 12, 1716. 
A very early family tradition supplies the only information 
obtained in regard to his earlier life. A letter from his 
great grandson, Samuel Slade, Jr., of Alstead, N. H., dated 
Oct. 2, 1852, says: 

“I have made the inquiries of my father and my uncle William in 
regard to our ancestors. They say their grandfather, whose name was 
William, emigrated from England when a boy about nineteen years of 
age. He was a weaver by trade. He came to Connecticut and lived in 
the towns of Hebron, Lebanon, and Windsor goslien, now called Elling- 
ton, and there he died. • • • They say that their father [John Slade] 
frequently talked about the property that belonged to his father in 
London. He used to say his grandfather left when he died several large 
blocks of buildings besides other property that belonged to his father. 
They think their father would have looked it up if he had been able.” 

William Slade and his wife. Thankful, lived in Lebanon 
for about six years after their marriage, in 1716, and had 
three children bom there. June 13, 1722, William Slade of 
Lebanon bought 50 acres of land in Hebron of Samuel 
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Curtice of Hebron, Conn., for the consideration of twenty- 
pounds “current money of aforesaid Colony.” Dec. 9, 
1723, being then of Hebron, for the consideration of 
eighteen pounds “Good and Lawful money,” he bought of 
John Bliss of Hebron, “One Division of Land Containing 
thirty acres, belonging to a thousand acres’ right which 
ye sd Bliss purchased of Mr. Benjamin Lord of Norwich, 
which thirty acres of Land is to be taken up in the Com- 
mon land belonging to the legatees of Joshua Sachem.” 
Later purchases were twenty acres, bought April 6, 1724, 
of Joseph Phelps and John Phelps, twelve acres, March 
18, 1735, of Samuel Gilbert, Junior, and eighty acres, Feb. 
6, 1736, of John Girtin “ for two hundred and ten pounds 
lawful money of New England.” Dec. 1, 1735, he bought 
of Thomas Wells of Hebron for Two hundred and fifteen 
pounds “Forty Eight acres by estimation with Dwelling 
House and Orchard,” and July 11, 1737, he made his last 
purchase of land in Hebron of John Gustin of Glastonbury 
for “consideration of two hundred and five pounds 98 
acres.” These transactions were recorded in the Land 
Records of Hebron. 

Four children were born to him in Hebron and two, 
Samuel and Aaron, died — Samuel at the age of 22 and 
Aaron at the age of 16. It may well be imagined that 
the deaths of the sons, one of them by an unfortunate 
accident, weakened the attachment of the parents to their 
home in Hebron and led them, firmly established though 
they were, to seek a new home elsewhere. Within a few 
years after the death of Samuel in 1739, the entire family 
was located in the parish of Ellington in the town of 
Windsor, Conn. Land records of Windsor show purchases 
and sales by William Slade and William Slade, Jr., in 1745 
and 1746. The eldest daughter Mary was married in 
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Windsor in December, 1744. The eldest son William was 
married in Hebron, Jan. 11, 1743-44, shortly before the 
removal to Windsor. In March, 1749, William Slade, then 
of Windsor, deeded parcels of real estate in Hebron. From 
these facts it may be inferred that the date of removal 
was about 1744. June 2, 1747, Abigail Shipman, a minor 
daughter of Stephen Shipman, chose William Slade to be 
her guardian. Bond £300. {Manwaring, Vol. 3,p. 644.) 

Land records of Windsor show that William Slade 
acquired a comfortable estate in that town and was able 
to support himself and family independently until his 
powers were weakened by the approach of age. January 
5, 1754, his wife Thankful, his helpmate for nearly forty 
years, died in her 60th year, and was laid at rest in the 
cemetery at Ellington, where her grave is still marked by 
a stone. The three sons, William, John and James, and 
the eldest daughter, Mary, were married and the youngest, 
Hannah, was either married or was to be in the near 
future. Under these circumstances, it seemed necessary for 
William Slade to provide for his support in his old age. 
He made an arrangement with his eldest son William 
which led to much trouble and litigation and caused the 
names of all the persons interested to appear frequently in 
the court records of Connecticut. As an incidental result 
of this litigation much light is thrown upon the history of 
the family during the last years of the father’s life. The 
arrangement referred to was as follows: On the first day 
of June, 1754, William Slade, in consideration of £1000, 
conveyed to his son William 

“ One parcel of land in the society of Ellington, in the lot called the 
mile and half mile division containing 85 acres more or less, bonnded 
east partly on highway and partly James Slade’s land, north on Sam'l 
Parker, west on highway, sonth on Moses Strong, the granted premises 
half a mile in length, on east end 86 rods and half in width, on west 
end 93V^, with a dwelling house on sd land." 
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On the same date William Slade, Jr., gave his father a 
bond in the sum of £1000, the condition of which was as 
follows : 

“Whereas the above sd William Slade hath on the day of the date 
of these presents given to the above bounden William Slade, Jr., a deed 
of his farm on which he now dwells together with his dwelling house 
thereon standing, and whereas the above bounden William Slade, Jr., 
hath on the day aforesaid given to the said William a lease of the same 
land and buildings thereon for and during the full term and continuance 
of his natural life to improve and possess at his own will, from time to 
time and at all times during sd term. Now therefore the condition of 
this obligation is that if the above bounden William Slade, Jr., shall 
faithfully and constantly provide for the sd William Slade all things 
which he shall stand in need of more than the improvement and benefit 
of the aforesd House and land, for his comfortable snbsistance in the 
world: that is to say. If the above bounden Wm. Slade, Jr., shall keep 
the above sd dwelling house in good repair and convenient to dwell in 
and well and truly provide all things necessary for the comfortable sub- 
sistance of the sd Wm Slade and suitable to his age and circumstances 
from time to time and at all times during his natural life, and if it be so 
ordered in Providence that the sd Wm Slade should marry a wife, then 
if the sd Wm Slade, Jr., shall provide and afford the like suitable main- 
tenance for her. If he shall faithfully and truly perform all these condi- 
tions and constantly supply the sd Wm Slade (and his wife if he shall 
have one) with all that the Improvement of the aforesd house and land 
shall want or fall short of yield[ing] suitable and comfortable support 
during his natural life as aforesd, then the above obligation is to be void 
and of none effect; otherwise to stand and remain in full fource and 
virtue.

The preceding bond is reprinted from “Connecticut 
Colonial Records.” The original is on file in the State 
House at Hartford. 

It is not unlikely that this agreement so carefully 
drawn up would have proved satisfactory in operation if 
William Slade, Jr., had outlived his father, as was reason- 
ably to be expected. But unfortunately the son died 
August 8, 1755, in a little more than a year after the agree- 
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ment was signed, leaying a widow and four or five young 
children and an estate insufficient to carry out the condi- 
tions of the bond. Before many years the widow Esther 
Slade married Jonathan Smith of Woodbury, Conn., and 
moved there with her children. The father brought suit 
against Jonathan and Esther Smith as executors of the 
will of William Slade, Jr., for want of support and recov- 
ered judgment for one thousand pounds and costs, at the 
County Court held at Hartford upon the second Tuesday 
of April, 1764. The sheriff of Litchfield County demanded 
payment of the executors March 27, 1765, and reported 
that no estate of William Slade, Jr., was “to be found by 
diligent search throughout his precincts.” 

Thereupon the executors, Jonathan and Esther Smith, 
presented a {petition to the Assembly reciting the circum- 
stances of the bond, the deed of land to William Slade, Jr., 
his death soon after, the suit for non-support, that thp 
judgment remained unsatisfied and that there was no 
estate to satisfy it except the land mentioned, and praying 
for the interposition of the Assembly. The following vote 
was passed by the Assembly in May, 1767: 

*' Resolved by this Assembl; that no further proceedings shall be bad 
or done on sd judgment of sd County Court on sd bond. And it 
appearing to this Assembly that sd Wm Slade the father, by reason of 
advanced age and decays of nature, labors under great disadvantage in 
the management of bis affairs ; This Assembly do therefore appoint the 
selectmen of the town of Windsor aforesd for the time being and their 
successors in sd office, overseers and conservators of sd Wm Slade and 
bis estate, with full power to hear, examine and adjust the claims and 
demands of all persons for the past support of sd Wm Slade and for all 
services relative thereto, and to adjust the demands of the petitioners 
relative to the preferring the aforesd petition, and to allow their reason- 
able demand for service and disbursements in the premises. And it is 
also resolved by this Assembly, that the ad selectmen be fully impowered 
to sell, dispose of and firmly convey to any purchaser or purchasers, so 
much of the sd lands conveyed by him the sd Wm Slade to the sd 
deceased as aforesd, remaining now unsold, as shall be sufficient to pay 
and satisfie the demands aforesd when ascertained by sd selectmen's

adjastment, and to pay off and satis£e the same by the avails of sd 
sale or sales; and that sd selectmen from time to time take care that 
sd Wm be comfortably supported and provided for, and lay their future 
accts thereof before the County Court for Hartford Co. at convenient 
times for their adjustment, and the same being allowed, the sd select- 
men are also impowered to sell and dispose of so much of the lands 
aforesd as shall be necessary from time to time to defray the charges 
and expense of sd support and necessary charges arising by means of 
the premises, excepting what the selectmen obtain by the improvement 
of sd lands in the meantime, towards his, the sd Wm's, support.” 

So much is taken from “Connecticut Colonial Records.” 
Turning to the town records of Windsor, we find a deed 
recorded in Vol. II, p. 43, from the selectmen of Windsor 
to Wm Slade, dated Dec. 3, 1767, in which after stating 
the facts in regard to their appointment by the General 
Assembly as conservators to William Slade and his estate, 
they continue as follows: 

“Therefore know all men by these presents that we David Skinner, 
Josiah Phelps, Wm Manly and Charles Elsworth all of Windsor aforesd 
and selectmen of sd Windsor have adjusted the claims and demands of 
all persons for the past support of sd Wm Slade and other services 
relative thereto, the whole of which sd sums amount to the sum of £80- 
12s-2d. Therefore we the selectmen did expose for sale at public vendue 
all the remaining part of the above described land, that were unsold 
and the sd Wm Slade being the highest bidder therefor bid £42 money 
for the 53 acres of sd land that were undisposed of together with ye 
building thereon standing. Therefore for the consideration of £42 money 
to us in hand paid or secured for the purpose of paying and satisfying 
to each one of the creditors or claimants aforesd his equal proportion of 
his demand for services done for the support of the sd Wm Slade, there- 
fore we the sd David Skinner, Josiah Phelps, Wm Manly and Charles 
Elsworth do by virtue of the aforesd resolve of Assembly and for the 
consideration aforesd give grant bargain and sell and con6rm unto the 
sd Wm Slade and to his Heirs and assigns forever one certain parcel or 
tract of land lying and being in the township of Windsor and in the 
parish of Ellington containing 53 acres and bounded North on the heirs 
of Wm Slade, Jr., East upon the highway. Sooth upon Moses Strong’s 
land, west upon a highway, together with the buildings thereon standing." 

This deed was recorded June 17, 1777. Thus William 
Slade at last recovered possession of the homestead which 
he deeded to his son William in 1754. It is probable that 
he spent the rest of his life there in the care of the select- 
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men of Windsor and that he died there as stated in the 
letter of Samuel Slade, Jr., already referred to on page 1. 

Windsor land records show sales of land in Windsor 
from William Slade to Aaron Slade, Feb. 4, 1774; to John 
Slade of Alstead, Feb. 4, 1774; to James Slade, April 6, 
1775; and to Jacob Benton of Harwinton, Feb. 4, 1774. 
The deed to Benton was recorded Sept. 28, 1778, when 
William Slade personally appeared before the Justice of the 
Peace. This is the latest reference to William Slade that 
has been discovered in Windsor records. 

From the volume entitled “Old Lebanon” we learn 
that William Slade “owned the covenant” March 24, 
1716-17, and was admitted to the church in Lebanon 
Aug. 6, 1721. Three children were baptized there: Samuel, 
May 5, 1717; William, May 3, 1719; Arron, Aug. 6, 
1721. In “Antiquities of Hebron,” a manuscript, written 
about 1790 by a son of one of the first settlers, it is 
stated that William Slade was from England. He appears 
in 1738 in a list of “Inhabitants of Hebron and places 
adjacent under the pastoral care of Reverend Mr. Sami 
Seabury of New London,” a church of England missionary. 
He appears among the Church of England taxpayers at 
the “North End” of Hebron in 1745. (Hebron Town 
Records.) 

WILLIAM SLADE was married in Lebanon, Conn., July 
12, 1716, to Thankful Hutchinson. (Lebanon Church 
Records.) She was daughter of John and Hannah 
Hutchinson and was born in Northampton, Mass., in 
1693. Her parents removed from Northampton to 
Lebanon. John was son of Ralph and Alice Hutchin- 
son who removed from Boston to Northampton before 
1662. Alice was widow of Francis Bennett of Boston 
and married Ralph, Aug. 8, 1656. (See Savage’s “Gene- 
alogical Dictionary.”) Mrs. Thankful Slade died Jan. 5, 
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1754, in her 60th year, according to the inscription in 
the cemetery at Ellington, although Savage makes her 
at least one year older. Northampton and Lebanon 
records show the following: Thankful Hutchinson was 
daughter of John and Hannah (Root) Hutchinson, who 
were married in Northampton, Dec. 27, 1682. Hannah 
Root was daughter of Joseph and Hannah (Haynes) 
Root and was born in Northampton July 9, 1662. 
Joseph Root was bom in Hartford in 1640 and died 
in Northampton April 19, 1711. He married Hannah 
Haynes in Northampton Dec. 30, 1660. John and 
Hannah Hutchinson removed to Lebanon before Feb. 
21, 1699-1700, when their son Aaron was born. John 
Hutchinson died in Lebanon Dec. 21, 1719, and his 
widow Hannah and three sons removed to Hebron, 
where William Slade was living after 1722. She died 
in Hebron Nov. 2, 1739. 

The children of William and Thankful Slade were : 

I. Samubl^, born in Lebanon, Conn., April 28, 1717; died in Hebron, 
Conn., Not. 3, 1739. He was killed while unloading wood.

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WILLIAM SLADE, JUNIOR, OF WINDSOR, CONN. 

2.T T TILLIAM SLADE, son of William and Thankful Slade, 
Y Y was born in Lebanon, Conn., April 23, 1719, and 
was baptized there May 3, 1719. His parents 
removed to Hebron, Conn., probably in 1722. William 
no doubt grew up on his father’s farm and helped in the 
farm work. He was married in Hebron early in 1744 and 
had one child, a daughter, bom there. Probably in the 
same year, 1744, or very soon after, the entire family 
removed to the parish of Ellington in the township of 
Windsor, Conn. Here William spent the rest of his life 
and acquired 143 acres of land with homestead and build- 
ings on Broad Brook. The inventory of his estate shows 
that he owned a fair amount of household furniture, farm- 
ing tools and live stock, beside some accounts due him. 
On June 1, 1754, William Slade, Sr., conveyed to William 
Slade, Jr., his homestead of about 90 acres with the build- 
ings, in consideration of which the son gave the father a 
life lease of the premises and a bond of £1000 penalty to 
provide for his comfortable support during his life. It is 
very probable that, if the son had outlived his father, he 
would have been able to carry out this agreement but 
unfortunately he died soon after, leaving a widow and four 
or five young children. In May, 1756, the widow Esther 
Slade, executrix of her husband’s will, presented a memo- 
rial to the Assembly showing by a certificate from the 
probate court of the district of Hartford that the debts 
exceeded the moveable estate by the sum of £145-12-2V4d 
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and praying for liberty to sell part of the real estate. 
Liberty was granted to the memorialist “with Mr. Wm. 
Wolcott of Windsor” to sell so much of the real estate as 
was needed to pay the deficiency. Windsor land records 
show that she sold two parcels of 69 acres, Nov. 15, 1756. 
Sometime between this date and April, 1764, the widow 
married Jonathan Smith of Woodbury, Conn., and moved 
there with her children. As she failed to provide for the 
support of her father-in-law, litigation followed, an account 
of which has already been given in the sketch of William 
Slade, senior. During the litigation the entire family, includ- 
ing “ Wm. Slade of sd Windsor and Elihu Smith and Onner 
his wife and Samuel Slade and Thankful Slade and William 
Slade all of sd Woodbury,” were summoned to appear 
before the General Assembly of the Colony of Connecticut 
at Hartford. William being a minor was represented by 
Esther his guardian. 

William Slade, Jr., died August 8, 1755, aged 37, and 
was buried in the cemetery at Ellington, where his grave 
is marked by a stone. A few days before his death he 
made his will which is on file in the oflSce of the Secretary 
of State in Hartford. It is of value as giving the names 
of all his children, including a daughter Sarah, of whom no 
other mention has been found. It is possible that she was 
identical with Onour. The following copy of the will has 
been made from the original at Hartford. 

Wm Slade Jun’r 

In the name of God Amen 

I William Slade, Jr., of Windsor in the County of Hartford & Colony 
of Connecticut in New England being of sound mind & memory & under- 
standing thanks be to God therefor not knowing the day of my death 
do make this my last will & testament and in the first place I will my 
sonl to God through Jesus Christ trusting that he will redeem it through 
his blood and though I have no merit of my own I hope to find mercy 
in the great day to eternal life. 
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Id the aext place I will give mj body to a Christian bnrial at the 
discretion of mj execntors. 

In the next place after my debts and fnneral charges which it is my 
will they shonld be [paid] my worldly goods, the little which God in his 
Providence hath given me, it is my will to dispose of them in the follow- 
ing manner: 

Item: I give my beloved wife Bather all my honaehold goods to be 
at her dispose forever and the improvement of my real estate so long as 
she remains my widow. 

Item: I give to my son Sami all my land on or at Broad Brook so 
called he paying to my well beloved daughter Ononr £18-3-4 in lawful 
money or equivalent in old tenor money & also £4-3-4 to my well beloved 
daughter Thankful. 

Item: I give & bequeath to my well beloved son William the remain- 
ing real estate — he paying to my well beloved daughter Thankful £12-10 
in lawful money or equivalent in old tenor money — also to pay to my 
well beloved daughter Sarah £16-13-4 in lawful money or equivalent in 
old tenor money. 

And I do hereby constitute ordain and appoint my trusty friend 
Timo. Nash and my well beloved wife to be my execntors of this my last 
will and testament.

Signed sealed and Delivered pronounced and declared to be my last 
will & testament

WILLIAM SLADE, Junior, was married in Hebron, Conn., 
January 11, 1743-4, to Esther Davis who, after his 
death in 1755, married Jonathan Smith of Woodbury, 
Conn. The parentage of Esther Davis has not been 
ascertained, but it seems probable that she was daugh- 
ter of Isaac Davis and sister of Isaac Davis, Jr., of 
Windsor, Conn., and that her eldest grandchild, Isaac 
Davis Slade of Hanover, N. H., was named for one of 
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them. Isaac and Deborah Davis of Enfield, who had a 
daughter Rachael, bom Feb. 25, 1722, may have been 
Esther’s parents. 

Children : 

l. Onoh*, bom in Hebron, Conn., April 11, 1742; married in Wood- 

bury, Conn., Sept. 15, 1762, to Blibu Smith, who was, perhaps, 
son of Widow Esther Slade’s second husband, Jonathan Smith, 
by bis first wife, Ann. Blibu Smith bought land in Woodbury 
of Jonathan Smith, Jr., that the latter received from his father, 
and he also deeded land in October, 1778, being then a resident 
of Woodbury. He may be the same Elihu Smith who lived in 
Clarendon, Vt., in 1782 and was Justice of the peace there in 
1787. Children by Woodbury town records: 1. Sarah*, bom 
Dec. 28, 1763; 2. Cbloe, bom Nov. 18, 1765; 8. Elisha Johnsoa, 
bom Sept. 24, 1768; 4. Esther, bom April 5, 1771. 

5. n. Sahurl, bom in Windsor, Conn., Sept. 13 (or 15), 1747; married 

Sarah Durkee and removed to Hanover, N. H.

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JOHN SLADE, OP ALSTEAD, N. H. 

3. T OHN SLADE, son of William and Thankful Slade, was 
born in Hebron, Conn., July 4, 1727. (Hebron Town 
Records.) He removed to Windsor, Conn., with his 
parents in 1744 or ’45. In 1751 he married in Windsor 
the widow Martha Gleason. Both were described in the 
record as "of Windsor.” Dec. 4, 1752, he was granted 
about three-fourths of an acre of land by the Proprietors’ 
Committee. (Windsor Records.) Two children, John and 
Martha, were born to him in Windsor. About 1755 or ’56 
he removed to Enfield, Conn., where his six younger 
children were born. Little is found of him in Enfield records, 
except that he entered his cattle mark Feb. 8, 1762, 
“which is two slits cut down in the off ear.” 

In the autumn of 1773 he removed with his family to 
Alstead, N. H., where he spent the rest of his life and 
where several generations of his descendants have lived. 
The township of Alstead was granted by Governor Benning 
Wentworth, Aug. 6, 1763, to Samuel Chase and seventy 
associates. Among the earliest settlers were several fami- 
lies from Connecticut with whom John Slade was more or 
less intimately connected before removing to Alstead. John 
Burroughs of Tolland, Conn., whose wife, Sarah Abbe, of 
Enfield, was sister of John Slade’s wife, Martha Abbe, came 
in May, 1766, with his family. Nathaniel Rust, also of 
Tolland, who married John Burroughs’ daughter Hannah, 
came in April, 1767, and about the same time the Chand- 
ler family came from Tolland. They all settled in the 
southwestern corner of Alstead near the Walpole and Surry 
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lines and bought land on which they and their descendants 
lived. Thus when John Slade arrived in 1773 he fonnd 
himself among old friends and naturally chose his home in 
their vicinity. Other neighbors already there or soon to 
follow, were Shubael Waldo, who came from Mansfield, 
Conn., in 1768 ; Job Thomson, who bought 81 acres from 
John Slade in 1779, south of the land that Slade reserved 
for himself; Thomas Root, from Windsor, Conn.; Capt. Wil- 
liam Thomson who settled as next neighbor to the Slades 
on the south; Absalom Kingsbury, who came from Cov- 
entry, Conn., in 1771; and others not so closely connected 
with the Slades by marriage or neighborhood. 

John Slade purchased from Col. Jonathan Chase of 
Cornish, an original grantee, a lot of land described as 
“No. 2 in the first Range of first Division Lots in sd 
Town.” This lot of land was located on the east line of 
Walpole and was the second lot north of Surry line. A 
highway from Walpole to Surry was laid out through this 
corner of Alstead in June, 1773, and was later part of 
"Cheshire Turnpike,” which was incorporated in 1804. 
John Slade built a cabin near this highway, where the 
well is still visible, and lived there for a few years till he 
built a larger house a few rods further south, in which he 
spent the rest of his life and which he bequeathed to his 
son Samuel. The engraving of this house is from a photo- 
graph taken in the fall of 1908. The deed from Jonathan 
Chase, a fac-simile of which is given, is in the possession 
of Mrs. Lelia (Slade) Sawyer of Walpole, N. H., and is an 
interesting family relic. It is dated Oct. 22, 1778, five 
years after John Slade settled upon the land. About the 
time of the marriage of his son William, or about 1780, 
John Slade built for him a house just like his own and 
about one-fourth of a mile south of it on 50 acres of land 
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which he deeded to him as his share of his estate. This is 
the family tradition, although Dana Slade of Chicago 
states that “Uncle William” built his own house just like 
his father’s. The two houses are still standing in good 
preservation and it is safe to say that they were built 
between 1780 and 1790. 

In 1782, or early in 1783, Jacob Benton, his wife Han- 
nah, who was John Slade’s youngest sister, and their 
children, Mabel, Jacob, Reynold, Mary and Samuel, came 
up from Harwinton, Conn., and settled in Alstead. They 
lived there for about five years, and then removed to 
Rockingham, Vt. They must have formed a welcome addi- 
tion to the family circle in the Slade neighborhood. As 
they appear not to have purchased land in Alstead and to 
have been drawn there by the presence of relatives, while 
looking for a permanent home, it is reasonable to think 
that they settled very near the Slades. As vacant houses 
must have been very scarce at that early date and as John 
Slade had before this completed his new house and moved 
into it, the conjecture is ventured that the Benton family 
lived in the log cabin which was the home of John Slade 
and his family for several years after coming to Alstead. 
The location is shown on the map of the Slade neighbor- 
hood, and is only a few rods north of the John Slade 
house. The approximate date of the arrival of the Bentons 
is shown by the warning of the family out of town, March 
26, 1783. Jacob Benton was charged with 5s school tax 
on the list committed to John Slade for collection, May 
29, 1783. 

The part of Alstead in which John Slade and his 
neighbors settled is on the divide between the Connecticut 
and Ashuelot rivers at an elevation of about 1,000 feet 
above sea level. A large part of it today consists of rocky 
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pastures and woodland and many of the houses of the 
early settlers have long since disappeared and their sites 
can only be identified by partly filled cellar holes and occa- 
sional lilac and rose bushes. The valleys of the brooks 
rising here are comparatively fertile. The houses were 
generally so located as to be sheltered from the cold north 
winds in winter. When these comfortable houses were 
crowded with large families of children who filled the little 
district school house during the school terms, when neigh- 
borly visits were exchanged and mutual attachments formed 
among the young people, when all, young and old, turned 
out on Sunday to attend services at the first church at 
Alstead Centre, three miles or more away, when the simple 
wants of the residents were supplied by the products of 
their farms and thrift and frugality ruled in the homes, 
this must have been almost an ideal neighborhood in 
which to live. Today, in spite of the changes wrought by 
time, it has a charm during the warmer months, that 
attracts many visitors and makes it an especially favorite 
resort for the descendants of the early settlers whose 
homes are in most cases far distant. An attempt has been 
made on the accompanying plan to identify the homes of 
those who lived here during the years immediately follow- 
ing the settlement. 

As shown by the town records, John Slade began to 
take an active part in public affairs soon after his arrival 
in the fall of 1773. In March, 1774, he was chosen sur- 
veyor. Nov. 21, 1774, he was chosen on a “Committee 
to fix a meeting house place as near the centre of the town 
as they judge proper.” Aug. 5, 1776, he was chosen on a 
“ Committee of Correspondence ” with Absalom Kingsbury 
and Nathaniel Shepard, and June 10, 1777, on a “Com- 
mittee of Safety ” with Nathaniel Shepard and Nathan Fay. 
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He performed his share in establishing and maintaining 
the first church, having been appointed by the town, May 
5, 1776, on a committee to hire a candidate to preach on 
probation; Nov. 7, 1777, on a similar committee with 
John Burroughs and Daniel Waldo ; March 10, 1778, on a 
committee “to treat with Rev. James Treadway;” and 
March 23, 1778, on a committee to build a meeting house. 
He was appointed collector of taxes for 1783, and the tax 
book containing the names of residents and the amount of 
school tax assessed to each is still in existence among the 
family papers and also the receipt of State Treasurer J. T. 
Gilman for £100-17-7, “in part for the Tax of Alstead the 
year 1783.” Town records show that he was collector in 
1787. 

John Slade’s original purchase from Jonathan Chase of 
“ Lot No. 2 in the first Range” contained about 250 acres, 
measuring about 172 rods east and west and 232 rods 
north and south. He increased his holding by the purchase, 
Dec. 1, 1780, of one hundred acres of land of Samuel Bill 
of Gilsum at the southeast corner of the 250 acre Division 
which Bill bought of Thomas Walton of Alstead, “said 
Land being part of the Second Lot in the fifth Range.” 
This is still called the “Walton lot.” 

Very soon after receiving his deed from Jonathan Chase, 
on Oct. 30, 1778, John Slade deeded to his eldest son, John 
Slade, Jr., about 70 acres in the second lot in the first 
range, in consideration of which the son gave the father a 
receipt for three hundred pounds as a full and satisfactory 
share of all his estate both real and personal. Nov. 25, 
1779, he deeded to Job Thomson 81 acres, lying between 
the land already deeded to John Slade, Jr., and the land 
deeded a little later to William Slade. 

March 17, 1781, he conveyed to his second son Wil-

Ham, fifty acres of land, long known as the “William 
Slade farm,” and received from him a release of all the 
latter’s interest in his father’s estate. The rest of his land, 
comprising the homestead of abont 50 acres and the 
“Walton lot” of 100 acres, he reserved for his own use 
and by his will bequeathed it to his youngest son Samuel, 
who lived with him and cared for his parents to the close 
of their lives. 

A deed of land from John Slade to his son Samuel, 
dated April 7, 1786, of which a reproduction is given, is 
of interest for other reasons than its antiquity. It gives 
a good signature of John Slade and also of Captain Wil- 
liam Thomson, whose sister Hannah married Samuel Slade. 
It also describes the bounds of that part of John Slade’s 
farm which lay east of the highway and fixes the location 
of the northeast corner. 

This piece of land was “Butted and Bounded” as fol- 
lows: “Beginning at a maple tree at the Northeast Comer 
of said Right then Runing Westerly about Eighty Rods 
to a Stake and Stones at the Highway then Runing South 
easterly by said Highway about Sixty Seven Rods to a 
Stake and Stones then Runing Easterly to Thomas Root’s 
Land to Stake and Stones and then Northerly to the first 
mentioned Bound Containg about thirty acres be the same 
more or less.” 

The highway on which the Slade family lived was one 
of the main lines of travel from Keene and towns lying 
south to Northern New Hampshire and Vermont. In addi- 
tion to his farm work and work for the town, John Slade 
gained some ready money by entertaining teamsters and 
other travellers at single meals or over night. His account 
book, still in existence, shows that he was satisfied with 
very moderate charges for his services. For instance, Dec. 
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30, 1796, he charged Zechariah Fealds of Winchester for 
“keeping two horses one nite 2 shillings, two meals of 
vitels, 2 shillings, 2 lodgings, 6d.” Other charges were 
equally reasonable, bat a charge of Is. 3d. for “one pint 
of sider and one mug of flip” in 1782 seems rather high, 
considering that his son Samuel in 1793 charged only 2s. 
for “one Days work found self.” 

In 1795 his wife Martha died, and March 17, 1797, 
he too passed away at the comparatively early age of 
seventy years. The remains of husband and wife were 
placed in what is known as the “John Slade Cemetery,” a 
plot of land containing one-fourth of an acre, which 
Nathaniel Rust deeded, Aug. 2, 1776, to John Burroughs, 
John Slade and others, for use, it is supposed, as a burial 
place. It is situated on nearly the highest elevation in the 
vicinity and commands a view of unusual beauty, including 
Mounts Ascutney and Monadnock, about sixty miles apart. 
Although originally on a highway, it can now be reached 
only by crossing pastures and is difficult of access. The 
graves of John and Martha Slade are marked by head- 
stones with these inscriptions; 

Mr. John Slade 
died 

March J7, 1797 
in the 72 year 
of hie age.

The following is a copy of the will which John Slade 
made about two weeks before his death: 
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In the name of God Amen 

I John Slade of Alstead in the County of Cheshire and State of New 
Hampshire, considering the mortal state of my body, and the Certainty 
of Death being weak in body though of sound mind and memory, do 
make and Ordain the following Instrument as my last will and testament 
in manner and form following (viz) 

I commend my Soul to God through Jesus Christ my only Lord and 
Sarior. Secondly I commit my body to the Grave to be buried with a 
decent Christian burial at the Discretion of my Children and friends in 
full assurance of a resurrection and hope of a glorious immortality. And 
as God in his goodness has blessed me with temporal good things I dis- 
pose of them in the following manner that is to say 

1st. I Will and Ordain that all my lawful and just Debts be paid to 
my several creditors out of ray Estate. 

2nd. I give and bequeath to my eldest son John Slade one Dollar to 
be paid him by my Executor out of ray Estate. 

3rd. I give and bequeath to my second son William Slade one Dollar 
to be paid him by my Executor out of my Estate. 

4th. I give and bequeath to my Daughter Martha the following arti- 
cles (viz) one feather bed, bedstid and all the bed cloths thereto belong- 
ing except the Quilt and one of the blankets, also one green and red 
bedquilt. Eight geese, my Loom with all the Slays & tackling thereto 
belonging with my half of the warping bars and skeins, one low Chest, 
one Large Iron Kettle, one Large Iron Pot, one Small Dish Kittle, one 
Tea Kittle, one pare of steelyards, one pare of Andirons, one pare of flat 
Irons, one puter platter and two plates, two old Chairs, one Large tum- 
bler, one quart bottle and one Sugar box, one block tin teapot, all which 
articles to be Delivered to her by my Executor. Likewise one hundred 
and sixty-six Dollars and sixty-seven Cents to be paid her out of my 
Estate by my Executor, the one half in One Year after my decease and 
the other half in two Years after my decease. 

5th. I give and bequeath to my son Samuel Slade my Farm I live 
on with all the buildings thereon, also one hundred acre Lot of Land 
lying in said Alstead being part of Lot No two in the fifth range of lotts, 
together with all my movable Estate of every Description which I have 
not bequeathed to my other Children by this Instrument, all monies, 
notes, bonds, farming Utentials, with all and every kind of Estate both 
real and personal not bequeathed and particularly mentioned in this 
Instrument to any other person. 

6th. I give and bequeath to all my Children all my wearing apparal 
of every kind to be equally divided amongst them. 

And I do by these presents constitute and appoint my son Samuel 
Slade to be my Executor of this my Last will and Testament, and 1 do 
revoke all former Wills by me heretofore made, and declare this, and only 
this to be my last will and testament. 
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In Witness whereof I hare hereunto set mj hand and seal this fonrth 
day of March in the year of our Lord one Thousand, seven hundred and 
ninety-seven.

Tradition has preserved nothing as to the personal 
characteristics of John Slade. We may well imagine him 
to have been large of stature like his sons and so many of 
his descendants. His history as traced in the preceding 
sketch shows that he was an enterprising and courageous 
pioneer, that he was thrifty and prosperous; a good citi- 
zen, doing his share in the development of the town and 
in the support of the church and schools. His treatment 
of his sons, in dividing his property among them, showed 
that he was generous as well as just, giving each his share 
when most needed, yet reserving a support for his old age. 
In all the relations of life he seems to have acted well his 
part and he deserves to have his memory honored and 
cherished by his descendants. 

JOHN SLADE was married in Windsor, Conn., Sept. 12, 
1751, to the widow Martha Gleason, described as 
“both of Windsor.” (Windsor town records.) Her 
maiden name was Martha Abbe. She was born in 
Enfield, Conn., March 1, 1728, daughter of John and 
Hannah Abbe. She was married Nov. 27, 1745, to 
Isaac Gleason, Jun., of Enfield. The settlement of the 
estate of Isaac Gleason, May 4, 1762, mentions the 
widow Martha and child Isaac, an only son, aged 14, 
Nov. 23, 1761. John Abbe, son of Thomas Abbe, was 
born in Enfield, Sept. 27, 1692. Martha Abbe was sis- 
ter of Sarah .\bbe, wife of John Burroughs, who settled 
in Alstead in May, 1766. The Burroughs and Slade 
farms were situated joining each other on the Surry 
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road, and the two families were intimately associated 
in the early history of the town. Thomas Abbe, father 
of John, was of Marblehead, Mass., and was son of 
John Abbe, the emigrant, - who died about 1689. 
Thomas married at Marblehead, Sarah Fairfield, 
daughter of Walter Fairfield, the emigrant, who was 
born in England in 1631. Thomas Abbe and Sarah 
Fairfield were married Dec. 17, 1683. He died in 
Enfield, Conn., May 17, 1728, and she died Nov. 27, 
1742. (For further details see “ Pope’s Pioneers of 
Massachusetts.”)

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CHAPTER IV. 



LIEUTENANT JAMES SLADE OF WINDSOR. CONN., AND HIS 
DESCENDANTS. 

4 . T AMES SLADE, youngest son of William and Thankful 
.1 Slade, was bom in Hebron, Conn., April 18, 1730. 

He removed with his parents about 1745 to Ellington 
parish, Windsor, Conn. He was married in Windsor, June 
14, 1750, to Experience Parker. He served in the French 
and Indian wars as lieutenant; was at Ticonderoga under 
Generals Abercrombie and Amherst. He resided in Windsor 
for many years and eight of his ten children were bom there. 
His four eldest sons, Aaron, James, Abner and Daniel, 
served in the Revolutionary Army at the siege of Boston, 
the youngest, Daniel, being only sixteen years old. 

James Slade appears frequently in Windsor land records 
as buying and selling real estate. In 1754 he owned land 
in Ellington, joining his father’s. Nov. 30, 1770, he bought 
twelve acres of Ithamer Bingham, bounded south by his 
own land. April 6, 1775, his father deeded to him ten acres 
and one-half in the parish of Ellington bounded on the 
east partly by his own land. Jan. 8, 1777, he bought two 
pieces of land containing thirty acres, in the parish of 
Ellingfton, of Samuel Slade of Hanover. These pieces joined 
his own land. March 19, 1783, he conveyed forty-four 
acres to William McCray, and Dec. 8, 1784, he sold land 
with dwelling and bam to Ezra Purple. 

He died in Barkhampsted, Conn., April 19, 1812. 
“ Barkhamsted and its Centennial,” by Wallace Lee, states 
(p. 29): “About 1779 James Slade and bis son Abner set- 
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tied on Center Hill near where his grandsons now live,” 
also (p. 71) “L. Myron Slade, son of Joel Slade, was a 
lawyer of Barkhamsted and later Judge of Probate in 
Bridgeport, Conn.,” also (p. 125) “L. Myron Slade in a 
letter irom Bridgeport, Conn., written Sept. 8, 1879, says: 

‘ My grandfather Slade gave up seven years of his young 
life to maintain the liberty and freedom we have enjoyed 
since the Revolutionary War. He was a brave soldier who 
fought in many of the bloodiest battles of that fearful 
struggle. He lived the life of a good man, died at a ripe 
old age, and is buried in the old cemetery at the Center, 
where my dear father and mother lie sleeping, also other 
near relatives.’” 

Calvin A. Slade of Barkhamsted, great grandson of 
Abner, writes: James Slade “moved to Ellington, Conn., 
from thence to Wardsboro, now called Dover, in the state 
of Vermont. From thence to Blanford, Mass., and then 
to Barkamsted, Conn., in 1795, where he died.” 

Lucius Myron Slade died in Bridgeport, Jan. 11, 1901. 
His portrait is in the Court House. He was unmarried. 
The inscription on his monument reads: “Lucius Myron 
Slade, born in Hartland, Conn., June 19, 1829, son of 
Joel and Clarissa (French) Slade, grandson of Abner Slade, 
a Revolutionary soldier who fought through the Revo- 
lutionary War.” 

The children of James and Exjjerience Slade, by Windsor 
records, were bom in Windsor, Conn., and were:

ABNER® SLADE (James'^, WilliamJ) was born in Elling- 
ton, Conn., May 5, 1756. After residing in Dover, Vt., 
and Blanford, Mass., he settled about 1779 in Bark- 
hamsted, Conn., where he died Jan. 8, 1846, aged 89. 
He served in the Revolutionary War at the siege of 
Boston and on Long Island and is said to have been 
in the last boat that left the shore on the retreat of 
Washington’s army from Long Island in 1776. 

He married Olive Stanclift, daughter of William 
Stanclift of Ellington. The following record of their 
descendants has been furnished by Calvin A. Slade of 
Barkhamsted, their great grandson. Children:

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THIRD GENERATION— CAPTAIN SAMUELSLADE.OFHANOVER.N.H. 

5. /^AMUEL® SLADE, {William^, William^) was born in 
Windsor, Conn., in the parish of Ellington, Sept. 15, 
1747. His father dying in 1755, when Samuel was 
about eight years old, his mother married in a few years 
Jonathan Smith of Woodbury, Conn., and removed there 
with her children. It is probable that the early years of 
the children were spent in Woodbury or Washington, then 
part of Woodbury, as the marriages of all of them are 
recorded there. Samuel Slade was married in Washington, 
Conn., Nov. 25, 1773, to Sarah Durkee, who was bom 
Nov. 18, 1755. The agreement of these dates taken from 
the record kept in Capt. Slade’s account book, with the 
dates of birth and marriage found in the town records of 
Windsor and Washingpton, Conn., is conclusive evidence of 
the line of descent, even if other evidence were lacking. 

Samuel Slade removed soon after his marriage to Han- 
over, N. H., which was incorporated in 1761 and first 
settled in May, 1765. He spent the rest of his life there 
and was a prominent and useful citizen. He first appears 
on the town records in March, 1776, when he was chosen 
highway surveyor. He served five years as tithing man, 
thirteen years as selectman, between 1781 and 1802, two 
years as moderator and was representative in 1797, ’98 
and ’99. He was on a committee to procure men for the 
Continental service in 1777, and to prepare resolutions on 
the war of 1812. He was chosen by the town on com- 
mittees April 26, 1785, to settle with Rev. Eden Bur- 
roughs; Nov. 17, 1788, to assist Rev. Samuel Collins in 
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moving from Sandown; June 27, 1791, to collect Mr. Col- 
lins’s salary; Feb. 10, 1792, to treat with Mr. Collins; 
March, 1797, to settle virith Rev. Mr. Burroughs; and June 
23, 1797, “to dispose of the old meeting house at the 
south end of the Green and lay out the avails in fencing 
the Burying Yard.” In March, 1809, and '10, it was 
voted by the town “that Capt. Sam’l Slade’s house be a 
workhouse for the town of Hanover and that he be Mas- 
ter of it.” He appeared last on the records April 25, 1818, 
as grand juror. He was first called “ Captain ” in March, 
1786. (See published records of Hanover.) 

He was a Revolutionary soldier and served as sergeant 
in Col. Jonathan' Chase’s regiment at Fort Ticonderoga 
from June 27 to July 3, 1777. (N. H. State Papers, Vol. 
15, p. 38.) He was also sergeant in Capt. Freeman’s Co. 
(Vol. 12, p. 169.) Nov. 27, 1784, he signed a petition for 
the appointment of a justice of the peace in addition to 
“ Mr. Woodward who lives in that part called the College 
District.” (Vol. 12, page 172.) 

With his wife Sarah he was an early member of the 
church at Hanover Centre. A schism occurred March 4, 
1784, and Deacon Slade and his wife went with “the 
Collins church ” and he became its clerk. They were mem- 
bers when it took the name of “ First Congregational ” in 
1810. The church records were burned at the time of the 
burning of the Slade house about fifty years ago. The 
house was situated about one mile north of Hanover 
Centre. 

Captain Samuel Slade died August 4, 1826, aged 79, 
and was buried in the cemetery at Hanover Centre, where 
many of his children and grandchildren have been buried.

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THIRD GENERATION— WILLIAM SLADE, OF CORNWALL. VT. 

6.TTTILLIAM3 SLADE, {William^, WiHiam^) was born. 

YY probably in East Windsor, Conn., Oct. 26, 1753. 

His father died in East Windsor, Aug. 8, 1755, and 
by will bequeathed his real estate at Broad Brook in the 
parish of Ellington to his sons, Samuel and William. His 
mother Esther, soon after his father’s death, married Jona- 
than Smith of Woodbury, Conn., and removed there with 
her children. William spent his boyhood with his mother 
in Woodbury, and, as is shown in the sketch of the 
parents, she acted as his guardian. 

Soon after the opening of the Revolutionary War he 
enlisted in the army, and, after serving in New Jersey dur- 
ing the summer and autumn of 1776, was taken prisoner 
with most of the regiment at the capture of Fort Wash- 
ington by the British. He was kept as prisoner two 
months, from Nov. 16, 1776, to Jan. 16, 1777, in New 
York city and on the transport ship “Grovnor,” and suf- 
fered extreme hardship. During this time he kept a diary 
which has been preserved and is now in the Sheldon 
Museum in Middlebury, Vt., to which it was presented by 
his grandson, William Slade. This diary is an exceeding 
interesting document and gives a vivid idea of the suffer- 
ings endured by the prisoners. He was paroled Jan. 16, 
1777, left New York and arrived at Stamford, Conn., Jan. 
28. The official record furnished from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office in Hartford, Conn., is as follows: 
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“WILLIAM SLADE, CORPORAL. 

Bnlistment July 2. 1776; discharge Nor. 16, 1776; taken Not. 6 at 
Fort Washington, in Captain Benjamin Mills’ Company, (New Hartford, 
Salisbury, Sharon and Bethlehem) Bradley’s battalion. Col. Philip Bnrr 
Bradley. Regiment stationed daring the early part of sommer and fall 
of 1776 at Bergen Heights and Panins Hook, now New Jersey. In 
October it moved np the river to the vicinity of Port Lee, then nnder 
General Greene’s command. In November most of the regiment was sent 
across to assist in defending Port Washington, which on fall of the fort, 
Nov. 16, was captured with the entire garrison. No farther record can 
be found.” 

William Slade app>ears to have returned to Woodbury 
after being paroled. He was married there in 1779 to 
Rebecca Plumb and in 1785 or 1786 removed to Corn- 
wall, Vt. He resided there till his death, Nov. 24, 1826, 
aged 73. Mathews’ “ History of Cornwall ” says that he 
took up 300 acres of land, to which he added about 150 
more. “On the old farm he built a very large house and 
three barns, one cattle barn, one grain barn and one 
horse bam, beside a long line of sheds and breakwinds for 
shelters for stock.” The farm was situated on the stage 
road from Troy, N. Y., to Canada, about twelve miles from 
Lake Champlain. For many years he entertained travellers 
in this house. At his death the property came into the 
hands of his son Norman B. Slade, but was sold in 1830. 
William Slade was a prominent citizen of Cornwall, fre- 
quently represented the town in the General Assembly, 
was sheriff of Addison County for ten years and one of 
the electors of President of the United States in 1812. 
WILLIAM SLADE was married, first, in Washington, 
Conn., April 15, 1779, to Rebecca Plumb, who was 
bora Oct. 2, 1755, and died March 19, 1788. He was 
married, second, Oct. 30, 1788, to Mercy Bronson, 
who was born Jan. 13, 1754, and died July 15, 1830. 
He was divorced from her and was married, third, 
Jan. 8, 1818, to Sarah Ann Clark, who died Jan. 23, 
1853.

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THIRD GENERATION -JOHN SLADE, JUNIOR, OF ALSTEAD, N. H., 
AND BROOKFIELD, VERMONT. 

7. TOHN® SLADE (Johifi, William^) was born in Windsor, 
J Conn., June 10, 1752. He removed to Alstead, N. H., 
with his parents in the fall of 1773. In April, 1776, 
he enlisted in the company of Capt. Jeremiah Stiles of 
Keene, N. H., marched to Cambridge, Mass., and took 
part in the battle of Banker Hill. Soon after the battle 
the company was transferred from Col. John Stark’s regi- 
ment to the Massachusetts regiment commanded by Col. 
Paul D. Sargent. (See “N. H. Men at Banker Hill” in 
“N. H. Manual for the General Court,” No. 6, page 70, 
and also N. H. State Papers, Vol. 15, p. 741.) John Slade 
also served as a private in Captain Amos Shepard’s com- 
pany in Col. Benjamin Bellows’ regiment at Ticonderoga, 
from June 28 to July 9, 1777, and travelled 120 miles. 
(N. H. State Papers, Vol. 15, p. 29.) 

The following deposition, a copy of which was found 
among the Slade family papers, gives the details of his 
military service in 1775: 

“I, Samuel Bassett of Keen in the County of Cheshire and State of 
New Hampshire, of Lawful age Depose that in the year 1775 I served in 
the revolutionary army in Captain Stiles Company of the New Hamp- 
shire troops— that I entered the service in April, marched to Cambridge 
and remained there doing duty for the term of Eight months — that John 
Slade, then of Alstead in said County of Cheshire, was a member of the 
same Company dureing the whole Eight months that I became acquainted 
with him within a day or two after my arrival and that we served 
together and were both discharged the last of December — that we were 
both in the Bunker hill battle. Said John Slade now lives in the Town 
of Brookhcld in the County of Orange & State of Vermont. 

Sami Bassett 
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Cheshire SS. July 9, 1832. Sabscribed and sworn to before me 
Thomas M. Edwards, Jus. Peace. 

Cheshire SS. July 9, 1832. I, Salma Hale, clerk of the Judicial Court 
in said County, certify that Thomas M. Edwards is a Justice of the Peace 
in and for the County and that the foregoing is his signature. 

In testimony whereof I hereunto a£Sx the seal of our Superior Court 
of Judicature.

Oct. 30, 1778, John Slade conveyed to John Slade, Jr., 
for £300 about seventy acres of land in the second lot in 
the 6rst range in the first division, being part of his origi- 
nal purchase from Jonathan Chase, and received from him 
the following acknowledgment. 

“Know all men by these presents that I, John Slade, Jr., of Alstead 
in the State of New Hampshire and County of Cheshire, yeoman, have 
this day received of my Hond Father John Slade a full and satisfactory 
share of all his estate both real and personal, it being the sum of three 
hundred pounds Lawfull money, and I do by these presents give a full 
acquitance of the afforesd Estate for myself my Heirs Executors or 
administrators forever. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this Thirti- 
eth Day October Anno Domini 1778. 

John Slade, Jr. 

Signed sealed & delivered 
in presents of 
John Hill, 

Moses Hale.” 

John Slade, Jr., appears on the Freemen’s Roll in 
Alstead in May, 1781, and was a resident as late as May 
31, 1793, when he signed a remonstrance against setting 
off a Parish. He removed with his family about 1794 to 
Brookfield, Vt. Nothing has been learned of his history 
after removing to Brookfield. Samuel Bassett’s deposition 
shows that he was living there in 1832 when he was 
eighty years old. There is a tradition that he married 
again at the age of eighty-two. 

April 1, 1795, he sold to Joshua Kimball of Alstead 
sixty-one acres of the seventy acres which his father deeded 
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to him as his share of his estate, Oct. 30, 1778. The deed 
describes him as of Brookfield, Vt., and is also signed by 
his wife Mary. This deed taken in connection with the 
deed from his father, shows that his farm consisted of a 
strip of land, sixty-three rods wide and varying from 176 
to 186 rods long, taken off from the sonth part of John 
Slade’s land and reaching from the Walpole line to the 
Surry road. The house occupied by him and later by 
Joshua Kimball was situated on the Surry road, the first 
house south of Capt. William Thomson’s, and the location 
can still be identified by a cellar hole. 

JOHN SLADE, JUNIOR, was married, probably in 1776, 
to Mary Mack, daughter of Joseph Mack of Alstead. 
Her father was bom in Lyme, Conn., July 22, 1729, 
and died in Alstead in 1792. He removed to Alstead 
from Gilsum in 1772. He was son of Jonathan Mack 
of Lyme and grandson of John, who emigrated from 
Scotland in 1669. Alstead records show that he was 
on the Freemen’s Roll in May, 1781, and that he 
belonged to the Baptist Society in Marlow, April 6, 
1778.

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THIRD GENERATION-LIEUTENANT WILLIAM SLADE. OF 
ALSTEAD, N. H. 

8.T T TILLIAM3 SLADE {Jobtfi, WtHiam^) was born in 
YY Enfield, Conn., Nov. 25, 1756. He was seventeen 
years of age when his parents removed from Enfield 
to Alstead, N. H. It is not known whether he accom- 
panied them but it seems likely that he remained in Con- 
necticut. The first record of his life has been obtained from 
the Bureau of Pensions at Washington, D. C. The records 
of the Bureau show that he enlisted in March or April, 
1776, at Windsor, Conn., as a private in Capt. Ham- 
mond’s company and served nine months. In December, 
1776, or early in 1777, he enlisted a second time as a 
• teamster in Captain David Allen’s company and served till 
December, 1779. He applied for a pension Aug. 6, 1832, 
and his claim was allowed. The record of the Pension 
Bureau states that he had a brother Samuel living in 
Alstead in 1853, and g^ves the correct date of William’s 
birth and death, and thus establishes his identity. The 
appendix to Rev. Seth S. Arnold’s “Sermon preached at 
Alstead on the first Sabbath in January, 1826’’ says: 
“ Lieut. William Slade, still living in town, married Anna 
Root, of Windsor, Conn., by whom he has had five sons 
and three daughters.’’ The date of his marriage has not 
been ascertained. Family tradition says that he brought 
his bride from Connecticut on horseback and that she rode 
on a pillion. This was probably in the spring of 1780. 
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On March 17, 1781, John Slade deeded to his son Wil- 
liam fifty acres of land in Alstead, in consideration of 
which William gave his father the following release, which 
has been preserved among the family papers: 

" Know all men by these presents that I William Slade, of Alstead in 
the County of Cheshire and State of New Hampshire, yeoman, for and 
in consideration of my haring received before the date hereof of my 
honored Father John Slade of Alstead aforesaid, Hnsbandman, a legal 
deed of Fifty acres of Land lying in Alstead aforesaid described and 
bounded as set forth in said Deed, hare remised, released and quit- 
claimed, and by these presents do for me my Heirs, Executors and 
Administrators remiss, release and forever quitclaim unto him the said 
John Slade, his heirs and assigns forever all my right, title, share, inter- 
est property and proportion which I have, bad, might, would, could, 
ought, or should have, in and unto the said John Slade's Estate both 
real & personal and I do hereby acknowledge that I have received my 
full part and proportion thereof and that neither I or my Heirs have 
any just right to claim or demand anything further out of his said 
estate, but are hereby forever deprived of and debarred therefrom. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal the seven- 
teenth day of March Anno Domini Seventeen hundred and Eighty-one. 

Signed, sealed & delivered 
in presence of 

Thomas Sparhawk, 

Abjjah Parker. 

The deed, which was witnessed by Thomas Sparhawk 
and Thomas Root, Jr., is on record and describes a piece 
of land extending from the highway about 160 rods along 
the north line of land sold to Job Thomson, thence north 
about fifty rods, “to a Beach tree marked,” thence east 
about 130 rods to the highway, which was the eastern 
boundary. 

The fifty acres thus conveyed, with subsequent addi- 
tions of thirty-two acres in Lots two of the 1st and 2d 
ranges, bought of Thomas Root, and land bought with 
Samuel Slade from Joshua Kimball, formed the “William 
Slade” farm on which William spent the rest of his life 
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and which was afterwards owned by his son, Allen, and his 
grandson, Stephen. On this land, near the highway and 
about one-fonrth of a mile distant from his father’s house, 
he built a house just like his father’s, which is still standing 
unchanged and is in good preservation. The accompanying 
view of this house is from a photograph taken in the fall 
of 1908. Here he spent the rest of his long life of more 
than one hundred years, intimately associated with his 
brother Samuel, between whom and himself there was a 
strong attachment. Both brothers were, according to tra- 
dition, rather above the medium size and stature, as many 
of their descendants have been. William was a Whig in 
politics and Samuel a Democrat. 

William Slade appears on the Alstead records as sur- 
veyor in 1785. He signed a remonstrance against setting 
off a Parish, May 31, 1793. 

He died in Alstead, Oct. 25, 1857, aged one hundred 
years and eleven months, having reached, it is said, the 
greatest age of any who had lived in Alstead to that time. 
He was buried in the New Slade Cemetery at the comer 
of the Surry road and the road to Alstead Centre. This 
cemetery was first used in 1827. 

A great grandson of William Slade, Allen L. Slade of 
Springfield, Yt., who remembers William’s brother Samuel, 
says that the brothers were of medium size and height, 
but not as tall and large as their sons ; that they exchanged 
work on their farms and carried on their cider mill 
together. William was a Congregationalist and went to 
the church at Alstead Centre, while Samuel was a Univer- 
salist. William’s main business was farming, but he took 
an active part in town matters and was lieutenant in the 
militia. As far as is known no likeness of William Slade 
was ever made. 
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WILLIAM SLADE was married about 1779 to Anna Root, 
who was born in Enfield, Conn., Sept. 8, 1758, and 
died in Alstead, March 26, 1838, aged 80 years. By 
the “ Root Genealogical Records,” she was daughter of 
Thomas and Ann Root. Thomas* Root, who was born 
in Somers, Conn., March 28, 1726, was descended from 
Johni Root of Farmington, Conn., who was bom in 
Badby, Northamptonshire, England, Feb. 26, 1608, and 
died in Farmington, Conn., August, 1684. “Root Gen. 
Records” state that John married in England Mary 
Russell, but Savage says that he married Mary KiU 
bourne, daughter of Thomas Kilbourne of Wethersfield. 
There may be confusion between father and son but 
apparently Savage is correct. Thomas* of Westfield, 
son of Johni and Mary Kilbura, was born in Farm- 
ington in 1648 and died Aug. 16, 1709. He married 
for his second wife Mary Spencer. Timothy®, son of 
Thomas* and Mary Spencer, was born Dec. 3, 1685, 
and died Nov. 9, 1743. He married Sarah Pease, 
daughter of John Pease of Enfield, Conn., and was 
father of Thomas*, who was born March 28, 1726, died 

March 15, 1821, married Ann and was father of 

Anna Root Slade. 

Anna Root had a brother Thomas Root, bora July 
14, 1756, who lived in .Alstead just across the highway 
from William Slade’s. The cellar hole and rose bushes 
near by could be seen, not many years since, a little 
way back from the road. The large elm, now stand- 
ing at the side of the highway in front of the site of 
the house, is said by tradition to have been set out by 
Anna Root’s brother when he was ten years old. The 
tradition may be partly correct, but, as Thomas Root 
did not buy his farm till 1782, the tree was probably 
not set out till after that date. It is still known as 
the “Root Elm.” It measures thirteen feet in circum- 
ference and four feet in diameter about two feet from 
the ground. A view of this beautiful elm is given from 
a photograph taken in the spring of 1909. Thomas 
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and Azubah Root had two children bom in Alstead : 
Azubah, bora Feb. 1, 1787 ; Tommy, bora March 24, 
1789. Thomas Root signed the remonstrance against 
setting ofiF a parish in Alstead, May 31, 1793. July 
30, 1795, he sold his farm of thirty-two acres on the 
east side of the Surry road, consisting of twelve 
acres from Lot 2 in the first range and twenty acres 
from Lot 2 in the second range which he bought 
of Zebulon Crane, March 29, 1782, to his brother-in- 
law, William Slade, and probably removed from town.

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CHAPTER IX. 

THIRD GENERATION— SAMUEL SLADE, OF ALSTEAD, N. H. 

9. ^'AMUEL® SLADE {Jobnfi, William'^) was born in 
Enfield, Conn., Feb. 2, 1762. He came to Alstead, 
N. H., with his parents in the fall of 1773. Being the 
yonngest son, he lived 
with his parents both 
before and after his mar- 
riage. He carried on the home farm with his father and 
finally became the owner by the terms of his father’s will. 
He lived in the house originally built by his father, which 
is still standing and is now owned by Henry O. Porter, 
who also owns the William Slade place. The exterior has 
been but little changed from its original appearance. He 
lived to an extreme old age and was cared for after the 
death of his wife by his son Samuel Slade, Jr. 

He was a Revolutionary soldier and pensioner. He 
enlisted July 6, 1779, for six months (from Col. Benjamin 
Bellows’ regiment) in Col. Hercules Mooney’s regiment, 
raised for the defence of Rhode Island ; was discharged 
Jan. 10, 1780; received from the selectmen of Alstead 
• bounty £30 and travel to Providence £12. (N. H. State 
Papers Vol. 16, page 552.) 

He signed a remonstrance against setting off a parish 
in Alstead, May 31, 1793. April 20, 1824, he deeded to 
his son Samuel one undivided third part of Lot No. 2 in 
the first range, “excepting what had already been set oflf 
to John Slade, jun., William 'Slade, Job Thompson, Joseph 
Beman and Isaac Reddington.” Oct. 12, 1831, he deeded 
to Samuel Slade, junior, the remaining two-thirds, “mean- 
ing the home farm on which I live.’’ 






1798. 
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He is described as an industrious and thrifty farmer, 
regular in his habits and temperate in the use of tobacco 
and spirits. He was a Democrat in politics and a Univer- 
salist in his religious belief. He was kindly in his disposi- 
tion and was warmly attached to his brother William, 
whose farm joined his on the south. 

When the old meeting house in Alstead was repaired. 
Slip No. 20 on the lower floor was assigned to Samuel 
Slade and William Thompson and was doubtless used by 
them. The certificate of assignment, dated Jan. 23, 1829, 
and signed by Asa Wentworth, Jr., James Chandler, Jacob 
Fisher and Elijah Bingham, committee to superintend the 
repairs, is among the Slade family papters. This was dur- 
ing the pastorate of Rev. Seth S. Arnold, from 1816 to 
1833. In the volume by Mr. Arnold, already referred to, 
he says: “1828. This year the old meeting house in 
Alstead was turned half round and repaired, with the 
addition of a cupola and bell.” 

April 24, 1797, William and Samuel Slade bought of 
Joshua Kimball of Alstead eighteen and one quarter acres 
in Lot No. 2 of the first range, bounded on the north by 
land of William Thomson “with the privilege of a Drift 
road from the County Road by my Dwelling house to said 
Land.” This land now belongs to Mrs. Lelia Slade Saw- 
yer and is known as “ Kimball hill.” It is part of the farm 
bought by Kimball from John Slade, Jr., in 1795. 

Samuel Slade survived his brother William about two 
years and died Sept. 28, 1859, aged 97 years, 7 months 
and 26 days. His death was caused by an accident which 
occurred about four weeks earlier, when he fell and broke 
his hip. During his illness, which was the only serious 
illness that he ever had, he was cared for by his eldest son, 
Enoch Slade of Thetford, Vt., then in his 73d year. 
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The accompanying portrait of Samuel Slade is repro- 
duced from a daguerreotype taken when he was about 90 
years old. As he was unable to go to the artist’s studio, 
the artist brought his camera to the house and it is said 
that Samuel Slade, never having seen an instrument of the 
kind, was quite alarmed when it was pointed at him and 
hesitated about having his picture taken. 

SAMUEL SLADE was married in Alstead, Nov. 24, 1785, 
by Lemuel Holmes, justice of the peace, to Hannah 
Thomson, of Alstead (Alstead town records). Their 
intention was filed Nov. 20, 1785. Hannah Thomson 
was born Sept. 14, 1768, and died in Alstead, Nov. 14, 
1841, aged 73. She was buried beside her husband in 
the New Slade cemetery. Her parentage has not been 
positively ascertained, although careful search has been 
made. It is known, however, that she was sister of 
Captain William Thomson, who lived in Alstead on 
the farm joining William Slade’s on the South. His 
land was part of Lot No. 2 in the first range, John 
Slade’s original purehase, and now belongs to Mrs. 
Lelia Slade Sawyer, great-granddaughter of Hannah 
Thomson. The cellar hole of the house may still be 
seen. The house was standing as late as 1858. As 
Hannah Thomson was only seventeen years old at the 
time of her marriage and was described as “of 
Alstead,’’ it seems probable that she was living there 
with her parents and it is not unlikely that she was 
daughter of Job Thomson, who bought of John Slade 
in 1779, 81 acres of land in Lot No. 2, which appear 
by descriptions in deeds to have included the William 
Thomson farm. 

A brief sketch of Capt. William Thomson may be of 
value to future searchers. He is said, in the “ History of 
Gilsum,” to have been born in Hebron, Conn., Aug. 30, 
1764, and is there called William Thompson, Jr. His birth 
is not recorded in Hebron and there is doubt whether he 
was born there. Sept. 17, 1786, William Thompson of 
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Northbridge, Worcester County, Mass., bought a tract of 
land in Alstead, part of Lot No. 1 in the tenth range. 
This is not the farm, however, on which he spent his life, 
which was a part of Lot No. 2 in the first range. He was 
married in Alstead, Nov. 29, 1787, to Martha Hale, daugh- 
ter of Moses and Abigail Hale. Births of children recorded 
are: “William, born March 12, 1789, married Lina Crane 
of Surry, Nov. 22, 1811; David, bom May 16, 1791.” 
He commanded a company of militia in Alstead, which 
took part in a Fourth of July celebration in 1799. (See 
Farmer’s Weekly Museum, published in Walpole.) Jan. 
23, 1829, Slip No. 20 in the old meeting house was 
assigned to Samuel Slade and William Thompson. He 
died Jan. 17, 1833, aged 68 years, and was buried in the 
New Slade cemetery. His will dated Sept. 5, 1833, men- 
tions his second wife. Prudence, his widow Fanny, and her 
children, William, Calvin, Patty, Rhoda, Nancy, Electa, 
Sally and Fanny M. 

Capt. Thomson was perhaps son of Job Thomson, of 
Windsor, Conn., and his wife, Rhoda Crain. Job Thomson, 
who was born Nov. 24, 1728, and married Rhoda Crain, 
July 12, 1750, was son of Hugh, born in Scotland about 
1704, married Elizabeth Ellsworth, Jan. 11, 1727. Hugh 
was son of William and Margaret, who emigrated from 
Scotland in 1716. Margaret died Jan. 20, 1752, aged 87, 
and was buried in Ellington, Conn. Job Thomson lived in 
1755 in Scantic parish, Windsor, Conn., when he signed a 
petition for a ferry across the river. He was in Alstead 
before Aug. 2, 1776. Nov. 25, 1779, he bought eighty- 
one acres of land of John Slade, and March 2, 1790, sold 
twent3’-six acres of the same tract, “beginning at north 
westerly corner of the land I now live on which is also a 
bound of John Slade’s land,” to Zebulon Crane. His son 
Job, Jr., married Lovise Crane, intention recorded Sept. 16, 
1778, and settled very near William Slade and William 
Thomson, on land bought Jan. 25, 1780, of Lemuel Crane. 
His farm was the one long known as the “Silas Angier 
place.” Land records at Keene show that he sold it to 
William Marshall, who sold to Benjamin E. Webster in 
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1836. Webster sold to Silas Angier in 1839. The cottage 
house, probably built by Job Thomson, Jr., was situated 
nearly opposite Capt. William Thomson’s and is the only 
house, beside the two Slade houses, now remaining of 
those that once stood at such frequent intervals along this 
part of the Surry road.

10. iTARTHAS SLADE (/o2m2, William-^) was bora in 
jVI Enfield, Conn., Feb. 6, 1767. She removed with 
her parents to Alstead, N. H., in the fall of 1773. 
She was married in Alstead, Oct. 6, 1795, by Rev. Samuel 
Mead, to James Allen, who was bora Oct. 2, 1771, and 
died in Winhall, Vt., Sept. 7, 1859. They lived in Alstead 
on the next place north of Samuel Slade’s on the Valley 
road, beyond the comer made by the hill road from Wal- 
pole. The land was originally part of the John Slade farm. 
The buildings, which stood on the west side of the Valley 
road, have disappeared. The family removed, probably 
between 1815 and 1820, to Winhall, Vt., where James 
Allen bought a farm of about 160 acres, erected a good 
set of buildings, of which the house has disappeared, and 
built a saw mill on his own land. Mrs. Martha Allen was 
a very large woman, weighing nearly 300 pounds. She 
was thrown from her wagon in Winhall, when starting to 
drive to Alstead, and died from her injuries Sept. 27, 1835.

12. HARRY* SLADE {SamueP, Willianfi, William^) 
was born in Hanover, N. H., May 20, 1787. He gradu- 
ated from Dartmouth College in the class of 1812. He 
read law, and was admitted to practice in the Supreme 
Court in 1820. About 1822 he removed to Buffalo, N. Y. 
He was justice of the peace from 1828 to 1844 and was 
elected to the State Assembly in 1848 and served with 
credit. He was honored and esteemed by all who knew 
him. He was known as “ Squire Slade” or “Judge Slade.” 
He lived for a time in an old-fashioned building still stand- 
ing on the southwest corner of Mohawk and Washington 
streets. While living there, he erected a handsome framed 
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residence for his own use on the northeast comer of the 
same streets and lived there till his death. He died in 
Buffalo, May 26, 1854. 

HARRY SLADE was married in Lebanon, Conn., Nov. 11, 
1830, to Eunice A. Maxwell of Lebanon (Lebanon 
town records). She survived her husband thirty-six 
years and died Nov. 30, 1890, at the great age of 97. 
She is described by her grandson as a fine example of 
a lady and Christian of the olden time.

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CHAPTER XII. 

FOURTH GENERATION— SLADES OF MIDDLEBURY, VERMONT. 

14.T T TILLIAM* SLADE {William^, William^, William^) 
Y y was born in Cornwall, Vt., May 9, 1786, and died 
in Middlebury, Vt., Jan. 18, 1859. He prepared 
for college in Addison County grammar school and grad- 
uated from Middlebury College in 1807 in a class of seven 

members. He studied law with Hon. Joel Doolittle of 
Middlebury, was admitted to the bar of Addison County 
in 1810 and opened an office in Middlebury. In 1814, not 
finding the practice of law congenial, he became editor of 
The Columbian Patriot, published in Middlebury, and 
engaged in bookselling and general printing. The enter- 
prise proved unsuccessful. In 1815 he was elected Secretary 
of State of Vermont and served till 1823. Under an act 
of the Legislature he prepared and published in 1823, 
"Vermont State Papers,” containing much valuable 
material relating to the early history of the State. He 
edited the “Laws of Vermont” in 1825. He was judge of 
Addison County Court from 1816 to 1822, when he 
declined a re-election, and clerk of the Supreme Court from 
1820 to 1824. He held a first-class clerkship in the office 
of the Secretary of State at Washington from 1824 to 
1829, when he resumed the practice of law in Middlebury. 
He was elected State’s Attorney for Addison County in 
1830 and 1831. In 1831 he was elected Member of Con- 
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gress and served by successive elections till 1843. He sup>- 
ported the measures of the Whig party. He was the first 
to introduce a bill for the abolition of Slavery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and was a strong and earnest speaker 
in Congress in the Anti-Slavery cause. In 1843 he was 
elected by the Legislature reporter of the decisions of the 
Supreme Court and prepared the fifteenth volume of “ Ver- 
mont Reports.” 

In 1844 he was elected governor of Vermont on the 
Whig ticket. In 1845 he had a plurality of votes and was 
re-elected by the Legislature. In his messages he discussed 
education, intemperance, the tariff and slavery. A geologi- 
cal survey of the State was begun under his administra- 
tion. At the close of his term as governor he was chosen 
corresponding secretary and general agent of the Board of 
National Popular Education. He devoted the rest of his 
life to work in this cause, in which he was greatly inter- 
ested. He organized companies of teachers, accompanied 
them to the West and saw that they were suitably 
located. He returned to Middlebury, worn out by exces- 
sive labor. 

He was a man of unusual energy and ability; had 
enlightened and prog;ressive views upon public questions 
and was in advance of his time in advocating the cause 
of temperance and the abolition of Slavery. He was inde- 
pendent and fearless in the expression of his views. In the 
various positions which he filled he served his state intel- 
ligently and conscientiously and is entitled to grateful 
remembrance. A sketch of his life may be found in Apple- 
ton’s “Cyclopajdia of American Biography,” from which 
some of these facts have been drawn. 

The portrait of Governor Slade is reproduced from a 
daguerreotype taken when he was about sixty years old. 
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GOV. WILLIAM SLADE was married Feb. 5, 1810, to 
Abigail Foot, daughter of Appleton and Mary (Graves) 
Foot and granddaughter of Daniel Foot, who was one 
of the earliest settlers of Middlebury. She was born 
in Middlebury, July 18, 1791. Her father was bom in 
Middlebury, Aug. 28, 1767, and her mother, Mary 
Graves, was born May 31, 1772.

WILLIAM SLADE FAMILY. 

le.rpHOMAS* ‘sLADE (WiUianfi, Jobn^, William^,) was 
I born in Alstead, N. H., May 23, 1780. He lived with 
his father in Alstead until his removal to Northiield, 
Vt., a few years after his marriage. He was a farmer by 
occupation, but was not in rugged health. He had a large 
family of children and they were obliged to look out for 
themselves early in life. He removed to Montpelier in 1823 
and died in Middlesex, Vt., Dec. 12, 1830. According to the 
“History of Northfield," he was one of the early settlers, 
was a wellknown school teacher in Northfield, Chelsea 
and Brookfield, Vt., and was a surveyor for many years. 

THOMAS SLADE was married Jan. 15, 1801, to Clarissa 
Burroughs, who was bom in Alstead, Oct. 23, 1779, 
and died in Brookfield, Vt., Oct. 1, 1866. She was the 
seventh child of Captain John and Mehitabel (Carlton) 
Burroughs and granddaughter of John and Sarah 
(Abbe) Burroughs who came to AlstezM from Tolland, 
Conn., in May, 1766, and settled next to the Walpole 
line on the land joining on the north the lot on which 
John Slade settled in 1773. Rev. Seth S. Arnold, in the 
volume already mentioned, makes this interesting refer- 
ence to John Burroughs : 

“John Bnrronghs came into town in the spring of 1766 and 
moved his family in the fall of the same year; which made the 5th 
or 6th in the place. I am informed that the settlers, when they 
became 8 or 10 families, were established on a road, at first known 
by marked trees, leading from Walpole and the west part of this 
town, towards Marlow, bearing north of east. • • • • Among 
other disconragements and providences, worthy of notice, is one that 
happened to John Bnrronghs, when he commenced labonr on the 
place he had pnrehased. After having passed np the Connecticut 
River to Hanover, in search of land to which he had a claim ; and 
being disappointed and disconraged, he determined to return to Tol- 
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land, Conn., from whence he came. He consulted, however, with 
friends at Walpole, and finally made a purchase near the west line 
in Alstead. He, with his son John, came on to the land, which was 
covered with heavy timber, and the first tree that was felled, parted 
a limb which struck his head, and, to appearance, was likely to 
prove mortal. But he was carried by his son to Walpole, where he 
in a measure recovered, though he was never perfectly restored to 
his former health.” 

Land records in Keene show that his land was 
located in Lots No. 3 and No. 4 in the first range. 
The house, long known as the “Burroughs place,” dis- 
appeared many years since. It stood a little southeast 
of the New Slade cemetery near the junction of the 
Surry and Alstead Centre roads. The location of his 
early home is indicated by the description of a high- 
way laid out June 8, 1773, from Walpole to Surry, 
" Beginning on the West line of Alstead which is the 
East line of sd Walpole on the West line of Mr. John 
Burroughses Lot of Land on which he now lives, a 
considerable distance southward from his dwelling 
house near where said road is now travelled.” John 
Burroughs was chosen selectman March 8, 1768, and 
filled most of the town offices. He and his wife were 
admitted to the church in Walpole in 1768, as there 
was no church organized in Alstead till 1778, but he 
then took part in carrying on the Alstead church. The 
graves of John and Sarah Burroughs may be found in 
the John Slade cemetery.

17. ANNA* SLADE {William^, John‘S, William^) was 
born in Alstead, N. H., March 24, 1782. After her mar- 
riage to John Burroughs in 1805 she lived in Alstead in 
the neighborhood of her parents and died there, Oct. 2, 
1837, cared for by her daughters, Catherine and Eliza Ann. 
Later the family moved to Walpole and lived near the 
head of Prospect street, where the father’s death occurred. 
Another informant says that he died in Alstead in the 
house on the Valley road next north of Samuel Slade’s. 
It is known that the family lived at one time in this house, 
described as “the little house beyond the corner.” John 
Burroughs and his wife Anna were buried in the New Slade 
cemetery. 

ANNA SLADE was married March 3, 1805, to John Bur- 
roughs, who was bom in Alstead, May 23, 1782, and 
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died May 9, 1851, aged 69. The record of his death in 
Alstead describes him as a blacksmith. He was son of 
Capt. John* and Mehitabel (Carlton) Burroughs, of 
Alstead and was the fifth John Burronghs in lineal 
descent from John^, who was bom about 1649, settled 

in Enfield, Conn., in 1680, married Hannah and 

died in 1691, aged 42. John*, born in Enfield, Aug. 10, 
1685, married Elizabeth Pasco and had John*, bora in 
Enfield, April 16, 1711, who removed to Windsor, 
Conn., and there married, Jan. 9, 1739, Sarah Abbe, of 
Enfield, daughter of John and Hannah Abbe, and sister 
of John Slade’s wife, Martha Abbe. She was bora in 
Enfield, Jan. 23, 1723-4. John® and Sarah Burronghs 
were the pioneers who came to Alstead in 1766 from 
Tolland, Conn., with their five sons, John*, Joel, Tim- 
othy, Daniel and Elijah, and two daughters. Rev. S. 
S. Arnold says: 

"Capt. John Bnrroaghs, jun. came at 6rst with his father, and 
moved his family the next year, 1767. He married Mehitable Carl- 
ton of Tolland, by whom he had ten children ; two sons and eight 
daughters. The sons' names are John and Samuel; both living, and 
the latter in town. The old gentleman, their father, still lives [1826], 
and is the earliest settler that continues to the present time. He is 
able to relate many interesting events that transpired, during some 
of the first years after he came to the place. Among these, the hurt 
of his father, whom he supposed for a while to be dead, seems to 
have made the deepest impression upon his mind. * * * He volun- 
teered his services, under Capt. Webber of Walpole, in 1777, to go to 
Bennington, Vt., and was engaged in the battle at that place. He 
went from that against Burgoyne, at Still Water, and returned 
safely home in the fall." 

Capt. Burroughs’ military record may be found in 
N. H. State Papers, Vol. 15, pp. 28, 146, and Vol. 14, p. 
464. Arnold says Capt. Burroughs is supposed to have 
been the first who discovered the young child of Isaac 
Cady, who was lost in the woods in 1770, a notable 
incident in the early history of Alstead. The children 
of Capt. John and Mehitabel Burroughs whose births 
were recorded in Alstead were: Anna, born Aug. 12, 
1767; Hannah, born April 23, 1769; Mehitabel, born 
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May 30, 1771; Sarah, born May 6, 1773; Samnel, 
bom July 17, 1775; Rhoda, bom April 22, 1777; 
Clarasa, bom Oct. 23, 1779; John, born May 23, 
1782. Hannah married Nathaniel Parker of Walpole, 
June 27, 1789; Mehitabel married Anson Waldo, April 
10, 1793; Sarah married Vyne Porter, May 20, 1793. 
The will of Capt. John Burroughs dated Nov. 30, 1825, 
proved Dec. 2, 1828, mentions the children of his 
daughter, Hannah Parker; the children of his daughter, 
Rhoda Emery; his daughters, Sally Porter, Mehitabel 
Waldo, Clarrisy Slade and Anna Sanders; his sons, 
John and Samuel.

18. ACHSAH* SLADE {William^, John^, WillianF) 
was bom in Alstead, N. H., April 1, 17&5, and died March 
26, 1813. She was married in Alstead, Dec. 28, 1808, to 
John Wolfe, of Rockingham, Vt., who was bom in Leom- 
inster, Mass., Sept. 1, 1781, and died Dec. 28, 1812. He 
was son of John Casper Shana and Rachel (Battles) 
Wolfe of Rockingham. John C. S. Wolfe was a Hessian 
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soldier and was supposed to have been one of those who 
belonged to Burgoyne’s army when it surrendered at Sara- 
toga. He settled in Leominster, Mass., and there married 
Jan. 1, 1781, Rachel Battles, daughter of Joseph Battles, 
who was born June 7, 1752, and died Nov. 14, 1787. He 
removed to Rockingham about 1783, settled between 
Saxton’s River and the old town of Rockingham and 
became a prosperous farmer. His pew in the old meeting 
house has recently been marked with a tablet by his 
descendants.

He was son of Aaron® Graves, Jr., 
who was born in Walpole. Feb. 11, 1760. Aaron® was 
son of Aaron*, who was bom in Saybrook, Conn., March 
9, 1722, and was an early settler of Walpole, N. H. 
Aaron*, was son of John®, of Saybrook and Killingworth, 
Conn., who was born in 1683, and grandson of Benjamin®, 
of Saybrook, who was born in Concord, Mass., in 1645 
and was son of Johni Graves, who emigrated from Eng- 
land in 1635 and settled in Concord. Benjamin®, of Con- 
cord, married Oct. 21, 1667, Mary Hoar, daughter of 
John Hoar, who was ancestor of Hon. E. Rock wood 
Hoar, and Hon. George F. Hoar. John®, of Saybrook, 
married Hannah Farnum, daughter of Peter Faraum of 
Killingworth. Aaron, Jr., was a Revolutionary soldier and 
served in Col. Benjamin Bellows’s regiment, which marched 
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to the relief of Fort Ticonderoga in June, 1777. (New 
Hampshire State Papers, Vol. 15, p. 24.) He also served 
at the defence of West Point, July 6 to Oct. 20, 1780. 
(Vol. 16, p. 137.) The facts as to the ancestry of Anson 
Graves were obtained from John Card Graves of Buffalo, 
N. Y., author of the “Genealogy of the Graves family in 
America.” 

Anson Graves and wife resided in Walpole Valley not 
far from the Griswold tavern. He is remembered as a 
noted fox hunter. Later the family removed to Alton, III. 
Anson Graves died about twenty miles from Mt. Vernon, 
Jefferson Co., 111. His wife Asenath died at the home of 
her son William in Alton. Her portrait is from a photo- 
graph taken in advanced life.

22. ALLEN* SLADE (William^, John^, William^) was 
bora in Alstead, N. H., May 26, 1796. He spent his life, 
as boy and man, on his father’s farm and succeeded his 
father as owner, after caring for him 
in his old age. When only eighteen iS&itfQ. 

years old he enlisted. Sept. 25, 1814, 

for sixty days in Capt. James M. Warner’s company in 
the Second Regiment of Detached Militia and held the 
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rank of corporal. The regiment marched to the defence 
of Portsmouth, which it was the intention of the British 
to attack and to destroy the Navy Yard; but so large a 
force of troops was gathered for the defence that the 
British gave up the attempt and withdrew their cruisers. 
(See Report of the Adjutant General of New Hampshire 
for 1868, page 155.) For this service Allen Slade drew a 
pension from the U. S. government. 

Allen Slade and his cousin, Samuel Slade, Jr., lived on 
adjoining farms, were warmly attached to each other, 
helped each other in farm work and owned and carried 
on together the cider mill, which had belonged to their 
fathers, and which was an important help in the support 
of their families. Both were fine singers and both taught 
singing school. Allen had a powerful bass voice and Sam- 
uel sang tenor. It is said that Allen refused to sing after 
Samuel’s death. 

An informant, who knew Allen Slade well, says that 
he was a very tall man, weighing at least 225 pounds ; 
that he was of a genial and kindly disposition and excel- 
lent company, enjoying in the last years of his life giving 
reminiscences of his younger days. He was not fond of 
hard work but yet made his farm supply his wants. He 
was a prominent Mason and was buried with Masonic 
honors. His house stood close to the stage road and in 
front of it was a well, where teamsters and stage drivers 
were in the habit of watering their horses, and where 
passengers would alight from the coaches to quench their 
thirst with the cool water. A porringer, lost by some 
traveller, was once drawn up from the bottom of the well 
and preserved. Travellers were sometimes entertained at 
Samuel’s house, but not at Allen’s. Allen passed a serene 
and happy old age, cared for after the death of his wife 
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bj his youngest son Stephen and bis wife. He died in the 
house in which he was born, Feb. 12, 1884, and was 
buried near by in the New Slade cemetery. His portrait 
and the portrait of his wife are reproduced froth faded 
ambrotypes. 

ALLEN SLADE was married in Alstead, March 15, 1818, 
to Nancy Kingsbury, who was born in Alstead, Aug. 
11, 1798, and died in Alstead, Jan. 1, 1878, and was 
buried in the New Slade cemetery. She was daughter 
of Lieut. Ephraim Kingsbury of Alstead by his second 
wife Hannah Leonard of Tolland, Conn., to whom he 
was married Jan. 22, 1792. Hannah Leonard was 
daughter of Joseph and Ruth (White) Leonard and 
Ruth White was fourth in descent from Peregrine 
White, who was bom on the “Mayflower,” before the 
Pilgrims landed. Ephraim Kingsbury was son of 
Absalom Kingsbury. Arnold says: “Absalom Kings- 
bury, Esq. came from Coventry, Con. to this place in 
1771, and moved his family the next year. He mar- 
ried, for his first wife, Rebecca Rust (sister of Nathaniel 
Rust of Alstead), by whom he had eight sons and two 
daugljters. • * * He served in this town as justice 
of the peace; — as treasurer; and represented the town 
in the state legislature. • • * Lieut. Ephraim Kings- 
bury, who continued on his father’s farm, married 
• * * for his second wife, Hannah Leonard, of Car- 
ver, Mass, by whom he had six children, all daugh- 
ters.” Ephraim Kingsbury served in the Revolutionary 
Army, in Capt. Ephraim Stone’s Co. in 1780, in the 
defence of the Western frontier. (N. H. State Papers, 
Vol. 16, pages 167 and 553.) He died in Alstead, Feb. 
26, 1826, having always lived on his father’s farm. 
Absalom Kingsbury served in Col. Benjamin Bellows’s 
regiment at Saratoga, Sept. 21 to Oct. 29, 1777. (N. 
H. State Papers, Vol. 15, page 368.) Ephraim Kings- 
bury lived on the road from Drewsville to Alstead Cen- 
tre, in the valley of the Crane or Chandler brook, in the 
large bouse known as the William Howard place. 
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Nancy Kingsbury Slade was an excellent woman; a 
faithful wife and mother, whose memory is cherished by 
her many descendants.

23. HENRY* SLADE (Willianfi, John^, William^) was 
born in Alstead, N. H., Oct. 11, 1798. He resided in 
Drewsville, a part of Walpole, and also in Saxton’s River 
Village, Vt. In 1849 he removed to Charlestown, N. H., 
where he died July 17, 1863. He was a manufacturer of 
lace leather, a tanner and currier and carried on the busi- 
ness at Saxton’s River for about twelve years, before his 
removal to Charlestown. While in Drewsville he was 
associated in business with Augustus P. Maynard, or his 
father John P. Maynard, and lived in a double house with 
him. He was a large, fine looking man, of a social and 
cheerful disposition. He suffered from asthma which pre- 
vented his going into large gathering's. He was a Demo- 
crat in politics. 

HENRY SLADE was married in Walpole, Jan. 27, 1822, 
to Roxana Mellish, who was born in Walpole, Feb. 

24, 1797, and died in Woodstock, Vt., July 12, 1873, 
where she lived for two years before her death with 
George Mellish. She was daughter of Stephen and 
Roxalana (Eaton) Mellish of Walpole. Stephen Mellish, 
of a Dorchester, Mass., family, son of John Mellish, 
was bom Oct. 22, 1772, and died July 20, 1849, in 
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his 77th year. He was married May 10, 1796, to 
Roxalana Eaton, daughter of Nathaniel and Sarah 
Eaton of Mansfield, Conn. They came at once to Wal- 
pole where they became permanent residents. She died 
in Woodstock, Vt., March 5, 1869, aged 96 years and 
4 months. Both were buried in Drewsville cemetery.

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CHAPTER XIV. 

FOURTH GENERATION -SLADES OP ALSTEAD, N. H. 

SAMUEL SLADE FAMILY. 

24 .T^NOCHa SLADE (SamueP, John^, William^) was born 
in Alstead, N. H., April 12, 1787. His early days 
were spent in Alstead. At the age of twenty-one, he 
removed to Brookfield, Vt., where other members of the 
Slade family had settled. For two years he was a land 
surveyor and taught singing schools. Returning to Alstead 
he married, Nov. 17, 1808, Hannah Davis and then settled 
in Brookfield as a farmer. It seems probable that the 
farm of one hundred acres, which his father Samuel bought. 
March 30, 1809, of Elisha Allis, was purchased for him. 
The origiual deed which has been preserved by the descend- 
ants of Samuel Slade describes it as being “the third hun- 
dred of my Original Right in Brookfield aforesd, that is 
No. fourteen in the Eleventh Range.” His wife Hannah 
dying without children, he returned again to Alstead and 
married, Feb. 21, 1816, Penelope Wellington. Four chil- 
dren were bom to them on the farm in Brookfield. 

About 1836 or 1837, the family removed to Thetford, 
Vt., where he purchased an old-fashioned brick house 
standing with the gable end to the road and commanding 
a fine view of the New Hampshire hills. This house is 
still owned by his descendants. He became a prominent 
citizen of Thetford, was a surveyor and for many years 
justice of the peace, and in the latter part of his life was 
generally known by the title of “ Squire Slade.” He was 
a supporter and trastee of Thetford Academy, in which his 
children and gp’andchildren were educated. He was a mem- 
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ber of the Congregational church and an earnest supporter 
of the principles of the Republican party. He was an 
influential and public-spirited citizen. 

In the War of 1812 he enlisted in a Vermont regiment 
and was corporal of his company. On the way to the 
scene of action they were met by the news of the battle 
of Plattsburg and returned home without seeing active 
service. His discharge paper is preserved by the family as 
a valued relic. 

His wife Penelope died soon after the removal to Thet- 
ford, and he married as his third wife, July 25, 1840, Mary 
Town, by whom he had no children. She died in Alstead, 
July 26, 1886, aged 92. 

Like other members of the Samuel Slade family, he was 
a very large man and weighed at one time over three 
hundred pounds. He died in Thetford, July 28, 1866, in 
his 80th year. An obituary notice published soon after 
his death shows the estimation in which he was held by 
the community. The following are extracts: “He was a 
man who was universally respected by all who knew him. 
In the public duties of his life he ever evinced a calm and 
unbiased judgment. In strict integrity of character, in the 
conscientious discharge of every duty, in which he was 
uninfluenced by passion or prejudice, he had but few 
equals. He had the highest conhdence of those who knew 
him. He was always cheerful and affable in social life, 
and no one enjoyed the society of his friends better than 
he. He was guided in life by a consistent devoted and 
trusting faith in the Christian religion.” 

ENOCH SLADE married for his second wife, Feb. 22, 
1816, Penelope Wellington of Alstead, daughter of 
Palsgrrave and Abigail (Sparhawk) (Sewall) Welling- 
ton, who was baptized in Brighton, Mass., Dec. 26, 
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1784. Rev. S. S. Arnold says: “This year [1797] Mr. 
Palsgrave Wellington came to town, from Brighton, 
Mass. He graduated at Harvard Coll., and married 
the widow Abigail Sewall, by whom he had nine chil-« 
dren, two of whom were sons, Quincy and Edmund.” 
The ancestry of Palsgrave Wellington is given in Bond’s 
“ Watertown,” pp. 627 to 637. He was descended from 
Roger Wellington, who settled in Watertown, Mass., 
in 1636, and his wife, Mary Palgrave, daughter of Dr. 
Richard Palgrave of Charlestown, Mass. The line from 
Rogeri was through Joseph*, Thomas®, of Cambridge, 
Mass., Joseph'* of Lexington, Mass., to Palsgrave®. 
He was bom March 12, 1747-’48, graduated from 
Harvard College in 1770 and taught school in Precinct, 
now Arlington, till about 1774. He joined the Precinct 
church Sept. 9, 1770. He probably taught elsewhere 
till 1783 or ’84 when he began teaching in third parish, 
later Brighton. He was deacon of the church in 
Brighton. He married in 1772 (intention declared Nov. 
28, 1772,) Mrs. Abigail (Sparhawk) Sewall, who was 
born in Cambridge, Mass., April 19, 1746. She was 
daughter of Thomas and Mary (Oliver) Sparhawk and 
widow of Hull Sewall of Brookline, Mass., who was 
graduated from Harvard College in 1761, married 
Abigail Sparhawk, March 20, 1766, and died in 1767. 
Abigail Sparhawk was sister of Hon. Thomas Spar- 
hawk, a distinguished citizen of Walpole, N. H. The 
relationship may account for the removal of the family 
to Alstead, the adjoining town to Walpole. After his 
removal to Alstead, Palsgrave Wellington was a farmer, 
and died there Aug. 29, 1808. Edmund Wellington, 
his eldest son, bora in Brighton, April 26, 1783, 
graduated at Dartmouth College in 1811, died in 1860, 
studied theology and preached for a time, but lost his 
voice and became a book binder in Newport. Quincy 
Wellington, the second son, was a farmer in Alstead, 
probably on the farm that had belonged to his father. 
In the Farmers' Weekly Museum for August 8, 1809, 
Larnard Mann, administrator, advertises for sale the 
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real estate of Qaincy Wellington, late of Alstead, 
deceased, consisting of 130 acres of good land, a dwell- 
ing house and a good forty foot bam, about one and 
one-half mile southeast of Alstead meeting house on the 
road to Surry. The notice of the appraisers of the 
estate of Palsgrave and Quincy Wellington appeared 
in the Museum Dec. 26, 1808. Quincy Wellington 
married Betsey, daughter of Samuel Cobb, who after 
his death married Elijah Waldo. He left one son 
Quincy, who died Nov. 27, 1827, aged 21, and was 
buried in Alstead. (See “Genealogy of the Waldo 
Family,” page 342.) Thanks are due to Hon. Ezra S. 
Steams of Fitchburg, Mass., who has famished part 
of this account of the Wellington family.

25. PATTY* SLADE {SamueP, John^, William^) was 
bom in Alstead, N. H., Dec. 15, 1789, and died in Cam- 
bridgeport, Vt., March 4, 1854. She was married June 4, 
1809, to Hiram Wood of Alstead, who was bom in Alstead 
in 1784. He was probably son of Joshua and Mary 
(Crane) Wood, whose intention of marriage was recorded 
in Western (now Warren,) Mass., in 1775. Mary Crane 
was daughter of Abiah and Mary (Tyler) Crane, both of 
whom are buried at Alstead Centre. Abiah®. Crane was 
descended from John^ Crane who came from England before 
1637, through Benjamin^ and Mary (Backus) Crane, 
Lieut. Jonathan® and Deborah (Griswold) Crane and John* 
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and Sarah (Spencer) Crane. Hiram Wood was a black- 
smith in Alstead and afterwards in Cambridgeport, Vt.

Webster, who was bom in Gilsum, N. H., Jan. 9, 1792, 
and died in Walpole, March 1, 1862. True Webster died 
April 2, 1850. Land records of Cheshire county show that 
Benjamin E. Webster owned many pieces of real estate. 
In 1836, be bought of William Marshall the farm since 
known as the “ Silas Angier place,” near the Slade farms in 
Alstead, and lived there till 1839 when he sold to Silas 
Angier. He lived afterwards in Westmoreland, N. H., and 
was a fuller by trade. He died in Walpole at the home of 
his brother, Eliphalet K., on the river road, and was buried 
in Westmoreland.

27. SAMUEL* SLADE {SamaeP, John^, William^) was 
bom in Alstead, N. H., May 10, 1797, and died in Alstead, 
May 3, 1857, of “disease of the brain.” (Town records.) 
He was born, lived and died in the house built by his 
grandfather, John Slade. April 20, 1824, his father Samuel 
deeded to him one third part of his farm, and, Oct. 12, 1831, 
the remaining two thirds, “meaning the home farm on 
which I live.” During the rest of his life he cared for his 
father in his old age and, on his death, his widow continued 
the charge for the short time remaining. 

Samuel Slade enlisted. Sept. 25, 1814, at the age of 
seventeen, in Capt. James M. Warner’s company in the 
Second Regiment of Detached Militia for sixty days and 
marched with the regiment to the defence of Portsmouth. 
His cousin, Allen Slade, was corporal in the same company. 
(See Adjutant General’s Report for 1868, page 156.) For 
this service his widow Eunice received a pension. 

The following letter from Samuel Slade, Jr., to Gov. 
William Slade of Vermont not only shows the genial and 
kindly disposition of its author, but is of especial value as 
giving the relationship between the different branches of 
the Slade family. It shows the connection between the 
Slades of Alstead and the Slades of Middlebury, Vt., and 
that they were in communication as late as 1852; and 
also establishes as a fact what was previously regarded 
as a matter of conjecture by Col. J. H. Benton, Jr., the 
author of the Benton family history, that Hannah Slade, 
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daughter of William Slade of Windsor, Conn., married 
Jacob Benton of Harwinton, Conn. 

“Alstead, N. H., Oct. 2, 1852. 

Governor Slade, 

Dear Sir: 

I was very happy to have a short interview with 
you at Boston and agreeable to your request I have made the inquiries 
of my father and my uncle William in regard to our ancestors. 

They say their grandfather — whose name was William— emigrated 
from England when a boy about nineteen years of age. He was a 
weaver by trade. He came to Connecticut and lived in the towns of 
Hebron, I/cbanon and Windsor goshen, now called Ellington, and there 
he died. 

He had three sons and two daughters that had families. The sons 
were named William, John and James; his daughters were Mary and 
Hannah. Mary married a Dorchester and Hannah married a Benton. 

Your grandfather was William. They think he died in Connecticut. 
James died in Blanford, Mass., and John my grandfather died on the 
premises where I now live. 

Mrs. Dorchester died at Hemington, Con., Mrs. Benton in Rocking- 
ham, Vt. They say their father frequently talked about the property 
that belonged to his father in London. He used to say his grandfather 
left when he died several large blocks of buildings besides other property 
that belonged to bis father. They think their father would have looked 
it up if be had been able. Now allowing this to be so, it does seem to 
me that it might be obtained. 

I wish you would consider the matter and write me what you think 
about it — and bad I better take their depositions that they may be used 
in case there should ever be a trial made to obtain the property ? 

I should be very happy to hare you call on me if you can make it 
convenient. 1 will endeavor to give you any information that shall 
come to knowledge in relation to this matter hereafter.

In regard to the subject of the preceding letter, the fol- 
lowing information is furnished by Mr. William H. Slade 
of Akron, O., a nephew of Governor Slade. He writes: 
“About the year 1845, Columbus Smith, lawyer, graduate of Mid- 
dlebury College, went to England as agent of some claimants of an 
estate in Chancery in London. He was successful in arranging his proofs 
and won his case, amounting to quite a large fortune. 
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While searching records there, he discovered a legacy in Chancery in 
the name of Slade. When Smith returned he interviewed my uncle Wil- 
liam Slade and they together traced the links far enough to find that 
some time in the sixteenth century, probably about the middle — two 
brothers came over and one settled in what is now the New England 
States and the other probably went to the Virginia settlement. The 
leads which they followed were so blind and unsatisfactory that they 
gave up the chase. Now, whether they followed the trail back to the 
William Slade of Windsor, Conn., who was married in 1716, I do not 
knovl. I do not suppose it possible now to trace the lineage beyond 
this William Slade, with no reference to the fortune, bnt merely for the 
pleasure of digging at the root.” 

This letter was written when its author, William H. 
Slade, was in his eighty-sixth year and may be regarded 
as evidence that any further eflforts to prove a claim to 
the estate in England, which was unsettled in 1845, would 
be useless. It was probably while this search was in 
progress that Governor Slade discovered the Slade coat of 
arms and had the water color drawing made by a skilful 
artist, which is now owned by Governor Slade’s grand- 
daughter, Mrs. Jennie Slade Pride, of Middlebury, Vt., who 
remembers that it hung in her grandfather’s house when 
she was a child. 

Samuel Slade, Jr., was of a social and kindly disposi- 
tion. He was warmly attached to his cousin, Allen Slade, 
who owned the adjoining farm on the south. They helped 
each other in their farm work and together carried on the 
cider mill which they inherited from their fathers. Both 
were very large men, tall and weighing about 240 pounds. 
Both were fine singers and taught singing school. Allen 
sang bass and Samuel had a fine tenor voice but could 
sing any part. He sang in the choir of the church on Pros- 
pect street in Walpole. He was a Universalist in faith and 
a Democrat in politics. He was a prominent Free Mason 
and a member of St. Paul’s Lodge, of Alstead, by which 
appropriate resolutions were adopted at the time of his 
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death. He was buried with Masonic honors in the New 
Slade cemetery. His portrait is reproduced from a small 
picture taken a few years before his death. 

SAMUEL SLADE, JR., was married in 1817 to Eunice 
Angier, daughter of Benjamin and Eunice (Johnson) 
Angier, who was bom in Fitzwilliam, N. H., Nov. 3, 
1799, and died in Walpole, N. H., May 12, 1901, aged 
101 years, 6 months and 9 days. 

Benjamin Angier, born May 27, 1762, was son of 
Silas Angier, who was born in Marlboro, Mass., Oct. 
20, 1737, and removed to Temple, N. H., about 1770, 
and to Fitzwilliam about 1778. Silas Angier was a 
Revolutionary soldier from New Hampshire. He served 
as a private at Ticonderoga in Capt. Josiah Brown’s 
company in Col. Enoch Hale’s regiment for forty-three 
days from May 8, 1777; also in Capt. Gershom Drury’s 
company at Ticonderoga from June 29 to July 8, 1777 ; 
and also in the same company at Ticonderoga from 
Sept. 29 to Oct. 26, 1777. (N. H. State Papers, Vol. 
XV, pp. 20, 96, 364..) 

Benjamin Angier removed from Fitzwilliam to 
Alstead in 1805 and afterwards purchased a farm on 
Derry hill in Walpole. Nov. 12, 1814, being then of 
Walpole, he bought of John and Lucy Chandler for 
$1,000, two tracts of land, one in Alstead near Samuel 
Burroughs; the other in Alstead and Walpole, bounded 
on the east forty rods by Chandler’s land, and contain- 
ing fifty acres. He then returned to Alstead and lived 
on this farm ; which was situated not far from the Rust 
farm on the north. 

Mrs. Eunice Slade lived on the Samuel Slade place 
in Alstead from her marriage in 1817 till about 1885, 
or nearly sixty-eight years. She then removed to Wal- 
pole to live with her daughter, Mrs. Bowman, in a 
cottage about half a mile south of the village, which 
her son, Hon. Lucius Slade, of Boston, bought and fitted 
up for her. She lived here the rest of her life, cared for 
by Mrs. Bowman and, after the latter’s death in 1891, 
by Mrs. Bowman’s daughter, Mrs. Warren D. Knowl-

ton. Her mental and bodily powers were wonderfnlly 
preserved to the close of her life. She was bright and 
cheerful and had a keen sense of humor, and received 
kindly the many visitors who were drawn to the little 
cottage by such a rare example of an attractive and 
winning old age. The celebration of her one hundredth 
birthday was an occasion long to be remembered. Her 
sons, Lucius Slade of Boston and Dana Slade of 
Chicago, were present, as well as several grandchil- 
dren and great-grandchildren. Sitting placidly in her 
chair at the head of her little sitting room, she received 
cordially the numerous callers who came from the vil- 
lage, and at the same time expressed her surprise and 
wonder that so many came to see her, saying that she 
supposed it was only because she was one hundred 
years old. She lived to observe another birthday. As 
she was in sympathy with Unitarian views in religion, 
the services at her funeral were held in the Unitarian 
church in the village. She was buried in the New Slade 
cemetery in Alstead. On her one hundredth birthday 
her photograph was successfully taken, as she sat on 
the piazza of her cottage. The accompanying portrait 
is reproduced from this photograph.

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28. HARRIET* SLADE {Samuefi, John^, William^) 
was born in Alstead, N. H., July 4, 1801, and died in 
Walpole, N. H., July 5, 1865, on the farm on the river 
road owned by her husband. 

She was married, June 12, 1823, to Eliphalet Knight 
Webster, son of True and Patty (Emery) Webster, who 
was born in Gilsum, N. H., Dec. 25, 1798, and died in 
Walpole, N. H., Feb. 4, 1872. He lived for many years in 
Walpole, at first on the farm on the river road first south 
of the village, which he afterwards sold to Lucius Slade 
and which is now owned by Miss Fanny P. Mason. After 
selling his farm he bought a good home in the village on 
Elm street and spent the rest of his life there. He was a 
man generally respected for his sterling qualities. 

After the death of his first wife Mr. Webster married 
Mrs. Harriet Parks of Walpole. Her maiden name was 
Harriet Lamb and she was born in Woodstock, Vt. She 
outlived her husband many years and died in Walpole, 
-Aug. 27, 1899, aged 90 years, 1 month and 19 days.

29. ALICE* SLADE {SamueP, John^, William'^,) was 
born in Alstead, N. H., Sept. 17, 1806, and died in Water- 
bury, Yt., Sept. 19, 1865. 
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She was twice married; first, in Alstead, April 22, 
1830, to Daniel Whitney Rnst, who was bom in Alstead, 
Jan. 24, 1806, and died in Alstead, March 9, 1848. She 
was married, second, in Alstead, Ang. 20, 1854, to Benja- 
min E. Webster, who had previously married her elder 
sister Jane. (See No. 26.) 

Daniel Whitney Rust was son of Daniel and Lucy 
(Davis) Rust and grandson of Nathaniel and Hannah 
(Burroughs) Rust of Alstead. He was bom on the Rust 
farm in the house that preceded the present brick house, 
which was built by his brother Ira after his marriage to 
Laura Slade. After his marriage he lived on a small farm 
near his birthplace and carried it on and also practised 
his trade as a brickmason. He afterwards lived in Paper 
Mill Village, now known as Alstead, and carried on his 
trade there. 

Nathaniel Rust, grandfather of Daniel Whitney Rust, 
was the progenitor of the well known Rust family of 
Alstead, and was one of the earliest settlers of the town. 
He was born in Coventry, Conn., Aug. 21, 1739, and mar- 
ried Hannah Burroughs of Tolland, Conn. She was daugh- 
ter of John and Sarah (Abbe) Burroughs and was born 
Oct. 9, 1743. Her parents removed from Tolland to 
Alstead in May, 1766, and Nathaniel and Hannah Rust 
followed in April, 1767, and settled on the next lot north 
of the Burroughs’. Land records at Keene, N. H., contain 
a copy of the deed of his farm, one of the earliest deeds on 
record in Cheshire count}'. July 1. 1766, Timothy Delano 
conveyed to Nathaniel Rnst of Tolland “a certain Lott of 
Land in Alstead aforesd it being the West Halfe of ye 
Lott No. four in the first range in Alstead aforesaid 
together with all ye undivided land belonging to sd Halfe 
Lott.” The consideration was £25. The deed was wit- 
nessed by John Burroughs and John Burroughs, Jr. This 
half lot probably contained about 125 acres, and was the 
home of the Rust family for three generations. Rev. S. S. 
Arnold gives this account of the family: 
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"Nathaniel Rust came from Tolland, Con., in April, 1767. He mar- 
ried Hannah Burronghs, by whom he had 2 sons and 6 daughters. The 
sons’ names were Nathaniel and Daniel. Daniel R. still lives in town, on 
the same farm which his father 6rst bought. His mother, an aged widow, 
living with him, has resided in town 63 years, longer than any other 
woman now here.” 

This account was written in 1826. Under 1832, Mr. 
Arnold writes: 

"June 2d, widow Rnst died, aged 88, one of the first settlers of the 
Bnrroughs’ family." 

Aug. 2, 1776, Nathaniel Rust conveyed one-fourth of 
an acre of land for twenty shillings to John Burroughs, 
John Slade, Lemuel Crane, Job Thompson, John Hill, John 
Burroughs, Jr., Joel Burroughs, Timothy_ Burroughs, Daniel 
Burroughs, John Slade, Jr., and Nathaniel Rust "on the 
road from Alstead to Marlow at the corner of the fence 
westerly of my dwelling house.” Although it was not so 
stated in the deed, yet the names of the grantees, all of 
whom resided in the southwest corner of Alstead, and the 
description of the location indicate that this was the piece 
of land called'in this book the “John Slade cemetery.” It 
is no longer on a highway but is easily reached from the 
Rust dwelling house and will well repay a visit on account 
of the old fashioned gravestones with their quaint inscrip- 
tions, and also because it commands a beautiful view of 
Mounts Monadnock and Ascutney, sixty miles apart. 

Nathaniel Rust was a Revolutionary soldier and served 
in Capt. Wetherbe’s company in Col. Isaac Wyman’s regi- 
ment at Mount Independence, Nov. 5, 1776. (N. H. State 
Papers, Vol. 14, p. 464.) 

Nathaniel Rust died May 27, 1814, and his widow 
Hannah Rust died June 2, 1832. Both were buried in the 
John Slade cemetery where their gravestones may be seen.

30. HORACE THOMPSON* SLADE {SamueD, John^, 
William^) was bom in Alstead, N. H., August 10, 1809, 
and died in Saginaw, Mich., August 29, 1894. For a few 
years after his first marriage he lived in Ludlow, Vt., and 
afterwards in the village of Alstead, N. H., which was then 
known as “ Paper Mill Village.” He resided in a large 
house with columns opposite the town hall and kept a 
general store in the building next his house. He taught 
singing school and was organist and choir master in the 
Universalist church in Alstead. Later he exchanged his 
store for a farm in Langdon and lived there for a few 
years. While in Alstead, he commanded a company of 
militia. 

In 1853 he removed to Detroit, Mich., and was 
emploj'ed as bookkeeper by Samuel Webster, who had a 
store there. Later he removed to Grand Rapids, Mich., 
where he bought a farm which he carried on. In 1869 he 
removed to Saginaw, Mich., which was his home for the 
rest of his life. He kept books for a time for Samuel Web- 
ster in the lumber business and then engaged in the lumber 
business himself and continued it as long as he was able. 

HORACE T. SLADE was married, first, in Rockingham, 
Vt., Jan. 26, 1832, to Achsah Wiley, daughter of 
Robert and Abigail (Campbell) Wiley, who was born in 
Rockingham, Feb. 19, 1810, and died in Alstead, Jan. 
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13, 1845. He was married, second, Nov. 9, 1845, to 
Arrilla T. Holbrook, who was born in Swanzey, N. H., 
Sept. 9, 1816, and died in Saginaw, Mich., Nov. 27, 
1881.

William Slade of 
Middlebury, Vt., was born in Middlebury, Sept. 8, 
1812, and died in Middlebury, April 10, 1875. With a 
brief exception his life was spent in his native town, where 
he was a successful merchant and a prominent citizen. 
From 1860 to 1863 he was clerk in the Treasury Depart- 
ment in Washington. He was clerk of the Vermont House 
of Representatives, 1853 to 1856 ; lieutenant governor of 
Vermont, 1856 and 1857; assistant judge of Addison 
County Court, 1867 ; member of the Constitutional Con- 
vention, 1870, and was called father of the change from 
annual to biennial sessions of the Legislature; and mem- 
ber of the State Assembly, 1870 to 1872. He held many 
town offices and was trial justice of the peace for many 
years. 

He was an active member of Middlebury Methodist 
church for forty years and was superintendent of the Sun- 
day school. He was a man of warm sympathies and, like 
his father, was an enthusiastic advocate of the Anti- 
Slavery cause. Resolutions adopted by members of the 
bar and other citizens of Middlebury after his death con- 
tain a high tribute to his character as a man and a citizen. 

JAMES MADISON SLADE was married. May 11, 184-0, 
to Harriet Emily Langworthy, who was bom Dec. 6, 
1818, and died April 2, 1891.

He graduated from Middlebury col- 
lege in 1836, began the study of law, removed to Lancas- 
ter, Ohio, and completed his studies in the law office of 
Hon. Thomas Ewing. He was admitted to the bar in 
1838 and practised law for ten years in Lancaster. He 
was then cashier of a bank in Lancaster for two years. 
In 1850 he removed to Cleveland, 0., and in 1858 and 
1859 represented Cuyahoga county in the State Senate. 
In 1862 he was appointed by President Lincoln consul at 
Nice, France. He resigned this position in 1865, and in 
1866 was appointed by President Johnson one of the Com- 
missioners to the Paris Exposition of 1867. He after- 
wards resided for several years in Europe and devoted 
himself to the study of the European languages. He spoke 
French with ease and fluency. In 1885 he was appointed 
by President Cleveland United States consul at Bmssels 
and held the position till 1889. He spent the last ten 
years of his life in Middlebury, Vt., in Washington, D. C., 
and in Painesville, Ohio. His place of burial was in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery, Cleveland, 0. He was described as “a 
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brave and liberal-minded gentleman, a cosmopolitan and a 
philosopher of life.”

38. WILLIAM HOOKER® SLADE {Norman Bronson*, 
William^, William^, William^) was born in Cornwall, Vt., 
Feb. 23, 1823. He was educated in the public schools of 
his native town, his text books being Webster’s Spelling 
Book, English and National Readers, Adams’ Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Olney’s Geography, and analysing and parsing 
sentences. He removed from Cornwall to Columbus, O., 
in 1848, and began business life in the West as a dry 
goods’ clerk. After serving as clerk for three years, he was 
taken into partnership in January of the third year. He 
was engaged in the dry goods’ business for ten years and 
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after the Civil War was for six years in the wholesale 
grocery business and then for thirty-five years in the lum- 
ber business in Columbus. He resided there till 1902, 
when he removed to Akron, O., with his wife, to reside 
with his married daughter, Mrs. Dr. Kohler and her hus- 
band. He resides in Akron, enjoying a vigorous old age. 
He is one of the oldest living members of the Slade family, 
is much interested in the family history and from his own 
memory and records in his possession has contributed 
many essential facts to the history of his branch.

Mr. Wolfe was so badly injured 
that he was taken to the hotel unconscious and died there 
the same day. Mrs. Wolfe was seriously injured but was 
cared for at Mr. Elwell’s and finally recovered. 

WILLIAM SLADE WOLFE was married in Alstead, March 
6, 1837, to Oril Gleason Wood, daughter of Hiram and 
Patty (Slade) Wood of Alstead. (See No. 25.) She 
was bom Dec. 11, 1815, and died in Springfield, Vt., 
Jan. 2, 1902. She is described as a woman of a very 
amiable and kindly disposition and of an even temper, 
while Mr. Wolfe was more irritable and easily excited.

She was married, Nov. 12, 
1834, to Gardner Dodge, who was born in Marlow, N. H., 
July 8, 1811, and died in Walpole, April 20, 1880. He 
was son of Reuben Dodge, born Nov. 19, 1770, and Anna 
(Smith) Dodge, born April 17, 1777, of Marlow. Gardner 
Dodge and his wife and Reuben Dodge and wife are buried 
in Drewsville cemetery. The inscriptions show that Reuben 
Dodge died Feb 14, 1851, aged 80, and Anna Dodge died 
Oct. 19, 1853, aged 77. Gardner Dodge was a farmer and 
tavern keeper in Walpole Valley, when the Valley road or 
Cheshire Turnpike was the regular route for stages and 
teams. His tavern was probably used chiefly by team- 
sters, although stage drivers doubtless stopped their 
coaches there to water their horses and to allow the pas- 
sengers time for refreshments. He first kept tavern in the 
small house next north of the “Griswold tavern,” but 
after the Cheshire Railroad was opened, Jan. 1, 1849, he 
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bought the Griswold tavern and changed the name to 
“Dodge tavern,” by which it has since been known. The 
place remained in the family till the death of Henry R. 
Dodge in 1908, when it was sold. Charles W. Dodge of 
Keene, N. H., states that his mother remembered that the 
Griswold tavern was burned when she was five years old 
and that it was rebuilt in the same style. It is an inter- 
esting landmark of stage coach times.

EMELINE SLADE was married to John Willard Prentiss, 
a farmer, living in Walpole Valley, who was bora in 
Alstead, N. H., Oct. 10, 1810, and died Sept. 27, 1885. 
He was son of Samuel and Lydia Prentiss. Samuel 
Prentiss came from New Boston to Acworth, N. H., in 
1799, and married Lydia Clark, daughter of Ephraim 
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Clark, who came from Weare, N. H., to Acworth in 
the same year.

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57. STEPHEN* SLADE (Allen*, William^, Jobn^, WU- 
liam^) was born in Alstead, Oct. 11, 1835, and died in 
Fitchburg, Mass., Sept. 7, 1905. His life was mainly spent 
as a farmer on the farm on which he and his father were 
born and on which he lived till Dec. 1, 1894, when he 
removed to Fitchburg, Mass., and was employed there by 
the Telegraph company and the Fire Department. While 
in Walpole he was noted as a successful sportsman, hav- 
ing few equals as a fox hunter and coon hunter. He was 
a good mechanic, very handy with tools, and could do any 
work required on the farm. He was a tali man, of a pow- 
erful frame, was warm hearted and genial, and was univer- 
sally liked for his kindly and hearty disposition and man- 
ners. He was often employed by George B. Williams on 
Maple Grove farm in Walpole. His remains were brought 
to Alstead for burial in the New Slade cemetery. His por- 
trait is reproduced from a photograph by White of Keene. 

STEPHEN SLADE was married, Jan. 26, 1859, to Ellen 
Maria Chandler, daughter of Calvin and Mary E. 
(Webster) Chandler, who was born in Alstead, Sept. 
28, 1839, and now resides in Fitchburg. The following 
account of the Chandler family of Alstead is made 
chiefly from records furnished by Mrs. Slade and George 
Francis Chandler, of Walpole, son of John J. Chandler. 
Rev. S. S. Arnold says (page 26): 

“Three brothers by the name of Chandler came in town from 
EnBeld, Con., about the year 1767. Samnel, the eldest, married Miss 
Thompson of Enfield by whom he had six children. His sons’ names 
are Jonathan, John, James, Nehemiah and Samuel. John and James 
now reside in town, the latter of whom has served a number of years 
as justice of the peace. Joel Chandler, Esq., married Mias Simons 
of Enfield, by whom he had seven children. His sons’ names were 
Joel, Nehemiah, Nathan and Joel. The first was drowned, before the 
last was bom. Capt. Joel C. jun. still lives in town. Zebulon Chand- 
ler married Miss Simons, and soon moved out of town.’’ 

Mrs. Ellen M. Slade is descended from Samuel and 
Margret (Thompson) Chandler of Enfield, Conn., and 
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Alstead, throagb their second son, John, who was bom 
Feb. 29, 1764. John Chandler was twice married : 
First, Jan. 2, 1787, to Lucy Brown, who was bom 
Aug. 7, 1764, and died April 9, 1820; second, June 20, 
1820, to Mrs. Eleanor Fenton, who was bom Nor. 22, 
1797. John and Lucy Chandler had ten children : Mar- 
garet, born March 29, 1788, married John Cannon; 
Samuel, bom Jan. 4, 1790, married Friendly Doolittle ; 
Persis, bom Nov. 29, 1791, married Elijah Angier; 
Betsy, bom Oct. 30. 1793, married Calvin Angier; 
Levi, bom Sept. 5, 1795, died Nov. 18, 1807; Orrilla, 
bom July 21, 1798, married Elijah Angier; Ira, born 
Nov. 7, 1800, died June 3, 1814; John Jefferson, born 
March 26, 1803, married Laura A. Huntoon; Calvin, 
born Nov. 23, 1805, married Grace M. Huntoon and 
Mary E. Webster; Levi, bom Oct. 31, 1809, died in 
infancy. John Chandler by his second wife had one son, 
Frederick, born Sept. 16, 1828. John was a contrac- 
tor and builder, as well as farmer, and built the sub- 
stantial two-story house, in which his great-grand- 
daughter, Mrs. Mary E. Clough, now lives. It is on 
the road from the Rust place to the “Alden place” so 
called, and is the fourth house on the west side of the 
road north of the Rust house, on the map of the “ Slade 
neighborhood,” on page 17. He lived in this house at 
the time of his death and bequeathed it, with the farm 
on which it stands, in equal shares to his sons, John 
J. and Calvin, partly subject to the use of his wife, 
Eleanor, during her life. His will is dated Oct. 10, 1847.

58. GEORGE HENRYo SLADE (Henry*-, William^, 

Jobn^, William^) was born in Walpole, N. H., Dec. 16, 
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1822, and died Oct. 7, 1863, at Camp Parole, Annapolis, 
Md. He resided at one time in Woodstock, Vt., where he 
married his first wife about 1845. At the opening of the 
War of the Rebellion he enlisted from Walpole, April 22, 
1861, for three months in Company I, Second Regiment 
N. H. Volunteers. He re^nlisted May 21, 1861, for three 
years. He was in active service with his regiment, was 
captured July 20, 1863, in Loudon Co., Va., and paroled, 
Sept. 23, 1863. The following letter, dated March 10, 
1908, received from Martin A. Haynes of Denver, Col., a 
comrade and the historian of the regiment, gives an inter- 
esting account of his army life : 

" I have your letter of March 1 making inquiries in relation to George 
H. Slade of Co. I, 2d N. H. I do not think I could tell you anything of 
him that would be of any value from a genealogical standpoint. But I 
knew him very well in the army — in fact we were chums, and a part of 
the time tent mates. I was only a boy, and be was many years older 
than I. In fact he seemed to my yonthfhl view already an old man. He 
came into the regiment with the Claremont squad, most of whom were 
put into Company 1. He was a man of rather delicate physique and the 
hardships of army life weighted him more than was the case with ns 
yonnger fellows. While the regiment was in N. H. in the spring of '63, 
he was married in Charlestown, N. H., I think. He returned to the front 
with the regiment, and while our army was following Lee, in Virginia, 
after the battle of Gettysburg, he became separated from the regiment, 
probably from physical inability to keep the pace in a hard march, and 
was picked up by the enemy. He was exchanged or paroled several 
months later, and died within a few days after reaching Camp Parole at 
Annapolis. I have among my papers at home a note he wrote me upon 
his arrival there, written in his exquisitely feminine handwriting, announc- 
ing bis arrival and asking me to do him a certain favor. ‘ If you want 
to know what a hell on earth is (he wrote me) get into a rebel prison.’ 
Before I could do what he asked, word was received at the regiment that 
he was dead.” 

GEORGE HENRY SLADE was married in Woodstock, Vt., 
about 1845, to Frances Dana, who was afterwards 
divorced from him. While in Washington, during the 
War, he met Miss Julia Huntress of Laconia, N. H., 
married her and came home to Charlestown, N. H., 
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with her on a short furlough. He returned to the 
army in two weeks, leaving his wife in Charlestown. 
After his death, she returned to her former home and 
married again. 

George H. and Prances (Dana) Slade had one son: 
I. Hbnky Dana*, bom in Woodstock, Vt., in 1846. After his 
mother’s second marriaf;:* Sqnires, be took the name 

of Squires. He resided in St. Louis, where he died in 1905. 
He married and had one son. 

59. JOHN WALKERS SLADE {Henry*, William^, 
John‘S, William^) was bom in Drewsville, N. H., (a part 
of Walpole) June 13, 1826, and died in Charlestown, N. H., 
Oct. 17, 1869. He removed with his parents to Saxton’s 
River Village, Vt., where he was married. His parents 
removed to Charlestown, N. H., in 1849 and he followed 
them with his wife in 1850. He bought a lot of land, and 
built a two-tenement house to provide a home for his 
parents as long as they lived. He was a house, carriage 
and sign painter until his health failed, and he then went 
into the grocery business. In 1855 he built the house in 
Charlestown in which his widow, Mrs. Damon, now 
resides. 

JOHN WALKER SLADE was married May 15, 1848, to 
Lizzie Ann Gould, daughter of Thomas and Caroline O.

HANNAH A. SLADE was married Nov. 16, 1869, to Hon. 
Moody Currier, a distinguished lawyer and banker in 
Manchester, N. H., and governor of the State from 
1885 to 1887. Mr. Currier was bom in Boscawen, 
N. H., April 22, 1806, and died in Manchester, Aug. 
23, 1898. He prepared for college at Hopkinton 
Academy and graduated at Dartmouth in 1834. He 
studied law, while teaching school; was admitted to 
the bar in Manchester in 1841, and had an active and 
successful practice. In 1848 he began to give his 
attention to banking and organized the Amoskeag 
Bank, of which he was cashier and, later, president till 
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his 86th year. He was also president of the Amoskeag 
Savings Bank, treasurer of the Concord Railroad and 
president of the Eastern Railroad in New Hampshire, 
director of the Manchester Mills, and interested in 
many other large enterprises. 

He was successively a Democrat, a Free Soiler and 
a Republican. He was a member of the Governor’s 
Council at the opening of the War, presidential elector 
in 1876 and was elected governor in 1884. He was a 
student and scholar and a writer of ability. After his 
death his widow edited his “State Papers, Addresses 
and Poems,’’ and printed them in 1899 in a handsome 
volume, which she presented to the public libraries of 
the State. 

63. MARTHAS WOOD {Patty* [S/arfe] Wood,SamueP, 
Jobn^, William^) was bom in 1817 and died in Cambridge- 
port, Vt., Nov. 29, 1859. She married Ithamar Bolles, a 
trader and farmer in Cambridgeport, who was bora in 
1813 and died Aug. 11, 1882. Ithamar Bolles was son of 
Lemuel and Nancy (Chamberlain) Bolles, who came to 
Rockingham, Vt., from Westminster as early as 1799 and 
settled on a farm one mile north of Cambridgeport, 
where he spent the rest of his life.

66. LUCIUS® SLADE {Samael*-, SamueP, Jobn^, Wil- 
liam*) was bora in Alstead, N. H., April 12, 1818, and 
died in Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 13, 1904. He was 
educated in a school in Unity, N. H., taught by Rev. A. 
A. Miner, D. D., afterwards of Boston, and also in a school 
in Ludlow, Vt., where he boarded with his uncle, Horace 
T. Slade. Afterwards he taught school for several years 
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in Surry and elsewhere. After his marriage he lived for a 
year or more on a farm in Langdon between Drewsville 
and Alstead. In 1844 he removed to Boston and was 
employed for six months by Aaron Aldrich in Faneuil Hall 
Market and later by John Miller, dealer in butter, ch^e 
and eggs. For a time he kept the Central House in Brattle 
Square. He bought the “ Dunshee farm ” on the river road 
in Walpole and carried it on for nearly two years, his 
family living there. 

In 1851 he formed a partnership with his brother-in- 
law, George Rust, as dealers in butter, cheese and eggs in 
Faneuil Hall Market, Boston. In 1855 Mr. Rust retired 
from the firm and removed to Walpole and Mr. Slade car- 
ried on the same business alone for forty-four years, his 
name being a familiar landmark in Faneuil Hall Square 
for nearly half a century. In 1896 he formed a partner- 
ship with W. J. Haire under the name of Lucius Slade & 
Co. During this time he resided on Poplar street in Bos- 
ton and became well known as a public spirited citizen 
and held many important offices in the city government. 
He served in the city council two years, as alderman eight 
years, as State senator two years (1860-’62), and on the 
school board. In 1896 he purchased a home in Cambridge 
in which he lived the rest of his life. After the death of 
Mrs. George Rust in 1873 he became owner of the Rust 
farm in Walpole, now owned by his daughter, Mrs. Lelia 
L. Sawyer. He was a prominent Free Mason and Odd 
Fellow and one of the oldest members of the Boston Club. 

He was member of the Boston Lancers for more than 
fifty years and their captain eight years. One of his duties 
was to escort the governor of the Commonwealth to Cam- 
bridge on Commencement day. He commanded the com- 
pany at the time of the Cooper street riot. During the

War of the Rebellion he was active in forming several 
companies from the Lancers for service in the Union Army. 
After the War he was made major of a battalion com- 
posed of the National Lancers, Rozbury Horse Guards, 
Prescott Light Guards and Dragoons. He was generally 
known by the title of “Major Slade.” 

He was an energetic and capable man of business, 
kindly and genial in disposition, strictly upright, and gen- 
erous in aiding those worthy of assistance. A touching 
trait of his character was his devotion to his aged mother. 
He fitted up a home for her in Walpole in which she sf)ent 
the last fifteen years of her life, which was prolonged 
beyond the century mark, and as long as she lived made 
the journey to Walpole several times a year to spend Sun- 
day with her, even after he had become so infirm that the 
journey was diflScult. He was a Democrat in politics and 
a Unitarian in religious faith and attended Rev. W. R. 
Alger’s and Rev. Dr. Bartol’s churches in Boston. 

He was buried in Forest Hill cemetery, Boston. The 
accompanying portrait is reproduced from a photograph 
taken by the Notman Photographic Co. of Boston. 

LUCIUS SLADE was married in Alstead, March 26, 1840, 
to Lucy Evans Rust, who was bom in Alstead, Dec. 
3, 1817, and died in Boston, April 15, 1895. She was 
daughter of Daniel Rust of Alstead by his second wife, 
Susanna (Evans) Town. Daniel Rust, son of Nathaniel, 
was bom in Alstead, Oct. 14, 1775, and died in Alstead, 
May 3, 1827. His wife, Susanna Evans was born Dec. 
15, 1784, and died Oct. 13, 1838. A sketch of Nathaniel 
Rust has been given with the account of Alice (Slade) 
Rust. [See No. 29.] 

Mrs. Slade, on account of delicate health and a 
retiring disposition, led a quiet life, going very little 
into society. Her life was permanently saddened by 
the loss of her second child, while they were on a visit 
to Walpole.

67. EUNICE ANGIER6 SLADE {Samuel*-, SamueP, 
John^, William*) was born in Alstead, Sept. 21, 1821, and 
died in Walpole, Feb. 11, 1873. She was married in 
Alstead, Dec. 8, 1849, to George Rust, then of Boston. 
He was son of Daniel and Susanna (Evans) Rust, was 
bom in Alstead, March 20, 1822, and died in Walpole, 
Sept. 24, 1871. They had no children. 

George Rust formed a partnership in 1851 with his 
brother-in-law, Lucius Slade. They were dealers in butter, 
cheese and eggs in Faneuil Hall Market, Boston. Mr. Rust 
retired from the firm in 1855 and removed to Walpole. 
He purchased the farm on the river road, now owned by 
Mrs. Lelia (Slade) Sawyer, and resided on it the rest of 
his life. He was an energetic and capable man of business ; 
was an auctioneer and sheriff of Cheshire County. He 
took an active part in town affairs and was a leading 
member of the Democratic party in town. He served as 
moderator in town meeting in 1869, 1870 and 1871 and 
was representative in the Legislature in 1868 and 1869. 

68. IRA® SLADE {SamueP, SamueP, John^, William*) 
was bora in Alstead, N. H., Feb. 22, 1824, and died in 
Birmingham, Mich., April 17, 1891. After living for a 
time in Boston, he removed to Detroit, Mich., and in the 
early fifties started in the wholesale grocery business with 
his brother Dana under the name of Slade Bros. For a 
short time in 1855 he kept a hotel in Keokuk, Iowa. He 
then returned to Detroit and went into the produce busi- 
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ness with his brother-in-law, G. J. Shipman. He lived in 
Birmingham, Mich., after 1878, and was a buyer of farm- 
ers’ produce, which he shipped to Detroit. 

He was associated, as buyer, with the firm of D. O. & 
J. D. Wiley, who were brothers, and went to the West from 
Rockingham, Vt. By his courtesy and fair dealing he built 
up an extensive business. He was president of the Village 
of Birmingham for many years. In resolutions adopted 
after his death by the village council, he was spoken of 
as “ a capable official, a business man of honor and integ- 
rity, a kind neighbor and faithful friend." His funeral was 
held in Detroit. 

IRA SLADE was twice married, first, in Alstead, Dec. 7, 
1847, to Margaret B. Glover, daughter of Col. Edward 
Glover of Alstead; second, to Jeannette Wilkie of 
Detroit, daughter of Andrew and Margaret Wilkie, 
who was bom Feb. 23, 1829. She now resides in 
Detroit.

69. DANA« SLADE (SamueF, SamaeP, John^, Wil- 
liam^) was bora in Alstead, N. H., March 21, 1826, on 
the farm on which his father was bora and spent his life. 
His life has been interesting and eventful. His early years 
were spent on the farm. In the spring of 1846, he went 
to Boston and began work with Mr. Hill, who lived in 
Dorchester and had a store in Paneuil Hall Market. Later 
in the season he entered the store of J. V. Fletcher in the 
Market and remained there till the spring of 1849. He 
then joined the “Ophir Mining and Trading Company of 
Boston,” a joint stock company, "organized, March 9, 
1849, for purposes of Mining and Trading in California.” 
His cousin, Lewis Webster, was a member of the same 
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company. The company was limited to fifteen members, 
all of whom agreed to devote their whole time and atten- 
tion to its best interests and “ to abide by each other and 
sustain and support each other in sickness.” The members 
were to share equally in all profits and losses, and a 
monthly dividend of net profits was to be paid to each 
member who requested it. The members of the company 
started for California by the overland route in the spring 
of 1849. The route was by way of Philadelphia over the 
Alleghany Mountains to the Ohio River; thence down the 
river to Cincinnati and Madison, Ind.; thence by rail to 
Indianapolis and from that city on horse back to St. 
Louis; thence to Kansas City, which was then merely a 
landing place for steamboats on the Missouri river. 
Wagons were bought at Pittsburg and provisions at St. 
Louis and were shipped to Kansas City. Mules were 
bought at Kansas City, and the party started from that 
point and followed up the river to St. Joseph, Mo. They 
left St. Joseph, May 6, 1849, and arrived at Sacramento, 
Cal., Sept. 6. Going about seventy-five miles into the 
mountains, they remained at the mines till August, 1850, 
when they started on the return home. They came by 
steamer to Panama, then crossed the Isthmus on mules to 
the Chagres River, and thence down to the Atlantic Ocean 
and by steamer to New York. 

Returning to Alstead with a handsome sum of money 
as his share of the profits, Mr. Slade expended part of it 
in making some improvements in his father’s farm house. 
In 1851 he went to Detroit, Mich., and went into business 
with his brother Ira, under t?he name of Slade Bros., and 
remained there till 1856, when he removed to Keokuk, 
Iowa, and bought a hotel which he kept till 1860. Then, 
on account of the hard times before the War, he sold the 
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hotel and bought a farm in Farmington, Iowa, and lived 
there till the War began. He then sold out, returned to 
' the East and bought a farm in Westminster, Vt., and 
remained there till 1865. 

He then removed to Chicago, joined the Board of Trade 
and has been in business there ever since. He is still an 
active member of the Board at the age of 83 years. This 
sketch is drawn mainly from his own account of his life, 
written during the present year (1909). He resides in 
Hinsdale, 111., a suburb of Chicago. 

DANA SLADE has been married three times; first, to Har- 
riet Brown of Walpole, who died in August, 1856; 
second, in 1857, to Sarah Geer of Charlestown, N. H.;

Mr. Knowlton is son of Elias 
Ward and Emeline Winchester (Wing) Knowlton of Wal- 
pole. Ward Knowlton, son of Luther Knowlton, was a 
farmer on Pay hill in Walpole near the Alstead line.

Warren D. Knowlton was born in Walpole, Oct. 5, 
1862.

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CHAPTER XXIII. 

INSCRIPTIONS IN THE JOHN SLADE CEMETERY, ALSTEAD, N. H. 

T he ancient burying ground, called in this volume the 
"John Slade Cemetery,” dates back to the year 1776, 
when it was deeded by Nathaniel Rust, one of the 
earliest settlers of Alstead, to the heads of families resid- 
ing in the southwest part of the town. It was part of 
Nathaniel Rust’s original purchase, in 1766, of the west 
half of Lot No. 4 in the first range and comprises about 
one-fourth of an acre. The description in the deed shows 
that it was originally bounded on the south by the high- 
way from Walpole to Marlow, probably the one referred 
to by Arnold on page 12 of his “Sermon preached at 
Alstead.” He says: 

" I am informed that the settlers, when they became eight or ten 
families, were established on a road, at first known by marked trees, 
leading from Walpole, and the west part o( this town, towards Marlow, 
bearing north of east.” 

The location of the highway has since been changed, 
so that the cemetery can now be reached only by cross- 
ing fields. It is enclosed by a stone wall and was put in 
order by the town of Alstead several years since. The 
earliest of the 33 inscriptions is dated April 4, 1785. 
Arnold refers to this cemetery on pag^ 21 of his “sermon.” 
After referring to the burial of a child in the burying 
ground near the middle of the town, he says: 

** There are two other burying places in town. The first buried in 
that of the Bast Parish, was a child of David Richardson; and the first 
buried in that at the west part of the town, near Walpole, was Mrs. 
Crane, an aged woman.” 

There is no stone to mark the grave referred to. This 
Mrs. Crane was, perhaps, wife of Lemuel Crane, one of the 
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grantees mentioned in the deed of the cemetery, who owned 
and lived in 1779 on Lot No. 2 in the 2d range, joining 
the John Slade farm on the east.

CHAPTER XXIV. 

JOURNAX KEPT BY CORPORAL WILLIAM SLADE, OF WOODBURY. 

CONN.. DURING HIS CAPTIVITY ON AN ENGLISH PRISON SHIP 
IN THE WAR OF THE REVOLUTION, FROM NOVEMBER 16. 

1776, TO JANUARY 28, 1777. 

W ILLIAM SLADE, of Woodbury, Conn., grandson of 
William and Thankful Slade, of Windsor, Conn., 
enlisted July 2, 1776, in Capt. Mills’ Company, 

Col. Bradley’s Battalion, composed of soldiers from several 
towns in Litchfield County, Conn. He was taken prisoner 
with the regiment at the fall of Fort Washington, Nov. 

16, and was confined in a church in New York till 
December 2, when he was transferred to the transport ship 
“Grovnor.” He was confined on the prison ship until 
Dec. 28, when he was taken ashore, having suffered greatly 
from cold and hunger and an attack of small pox. During 
his captivity he kept a journal, which was preserved and 
was finally presented by his grandson, Hon. William Slade, 
of Middlebury, Vt., in 1892, to the Sheldon Museum in 
Middlebury. Before parting with the journal, Mr. Slade 
published the greater part of it in the Middlebary Register, 
with an introductory note which is reprinted heri?«rith. 

The entire journal is now printed for the first time, i t is 
believed, from a type-written copy of the original. 

Corporal Slade, a sketch of whom is given in Chapter sj 
VI of this book, removed from Connecticut in 1785 or 
1786 to Cornwall, Vt., which was settled by residents of 
Litchfield County, Conn. (See “Benton Family,” page 
142.) He founded the family which is called in this volume 
the “ Middlebury branch,” and was the father of Hon. Wil- 
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Ham Slade, of Middlebnry, who was governor of Vermont 
in 1844 and 1845, and was one of the most distinguished 
members of the Slade family. Corporal William Slade is 
called by his grandson “Captain Slade,” but Connecticut 
War Records do not appear to furnish evidence that he 
held higher rank than corporal. He may have served as 
Captain in the Vermont Militia, and may be identical 
with William Slade, who served five days in the militia at 
Clarendon, Vt., in 1781. (Vermont Revolutionary Rolls.) 

Letter of Hon. William Slade of Middlebury, Vt. 

Editor of the Register : — It has occurred to me that the following 
extracts from the journal of William Slade (who died in Cornwall, Nov. 
24, 1826), captain in the Revolutionary war from Connecticut, kept by 
him while a prisoner on board an English prison ship in New York in 
the winter of 1776-7, may not prove uninteresting to your readers, 
some of whom will doubtless remember Capt. Slade. The horrors of 
the prison ships and the sufferings endured by those conffned in them 
are well known to every reader of Revolutionary events. Time has 
obliterated some of the first pages of the journal. The extracts I end 
with January 5, 1777. Capt. Slade, who had been stricken down with 
the small pox, more fortunate than a multitude of his fellow-prisoners, 
recovered from the disease, was paroled January 16, left New York 
blindfolded until the British lines were reached and arrived at Stand - 
ford. Conn., January 28, 1777. The journal I have given to the Sheldon 
rnusenm.

Middlebury, June 2, 1892. 

JOURNAL. 

Fort Washington, the 16th day November A. D. 1776. This day I, 
William Slade, was taken with 2,800 more. We was allowd honours 
of War. We then marchd to Harlem under guard, where we were 
turned into a bam. We got little rest that night being very much 
crowded, (illegible) ns some trouble (illegible). 

Sunday 17th. Such a Sabbath 1 never saw. We spent it in sorrow 
and hunger, haveing no mercy showd. 

Monday 18th. We were called out while it was still dark, but was 
soon marched to New York, four deep, verry much frownd upon by all 
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we saw. We was called Yaakey Rebbels a going to the gallows. We 
got to York at 9 o'clock, were paraded, coanted off and marcbd to the 
North Church, where we were conSnd under guard. 

Tuesday 18th. Still confind without prorisions till almost night, 
when we got a little mouldy bisd (biscuit) about four oz. per man. 
These four days we spent in hunger and sorrow being derided by ererry 
one and calld Rebs. 

Wednesday, 20th. We was reinforsd by 30Q more. We bad 500 
before. This causd a Continual Noise and a Terry big huddle. Jest at 
night drawd 6 oz. of Pork per man. This we Bat Alone and Raw. 

Thursday, 21st. We passed the Day in sorrow bareing Nothing to 
Bat or drink but Pump water. 

Friday, 22nd. We drawd % Ib of pork, % pound of bisd, one git of 
peas, a little rice and some kittels to cook in. Wet and cold. 

Saturday, 23rd. We bad camp stews plenty, it being all we had. 
We had now spent one week under con6nement. Sad condition. 

Sunday 24th. About 80 more Prisoners were brought to us. Now 
Very much crowded. Sunday gone and we not out of Prison. Sad 
News. 

Mnnday, 25tb. We drawd Vk lb of pork a man, % of bisd, a little 
peas and rice, and butter now plenty but not of the right kind. 

Tuesday, 26tb. We spent in cooking for wood was scarse and the 
Cbnrch was Terry well broke when Done, but Terry little to eat. 

Wednesday, 27th. Was spent in hunger. We ate now Dirty as hogs, 
lying any and erery wbare. Joys gone. Sorrows Increase. 

Thursday, 28tb. Drawd 2 lbs of Bread per man, % Ib of Pork. A 
little butter. Rice and peas. This we Cookd and Eat with Sorrow and 
sadness. 

Friday, 29tb. We bussd (busied) ourselTcs with trifels haeeing but 
little to do, time spent in Tain. 

Saturday, 30th. We Drawd 1 Ib of Bread, H Ib of Pork, a little 
Butter, Rice and Peas. This we Bat with sorrow, Discouragd. 

Sunday, 1st. of Decembere 1776. About 300 men was took out and 
Carried on board the Shipping. Sunday spent in Tain. 

Munday, 2nd. Early in the morning we was Calld out and stood in 
the cold, about one boor and then marcbd to the North Rirer and went 
on board The GroTnor transport Ship. There was Now 600 men on 
board, this made much Confusion. We had to go to bed without 
supper. This Night was Terry Long, hanger Preraild much. Sorrow 
more. 

Tuesday, 3rd. The whole was made in siz men meases. Our mesa 
drawd 4 ib of Bisd, 4 oz of butter. Short allow. We now begin to feel 
like prisoners. 

Wednesday, 4th. We drawd 4 Ib of bisd. After noon drawd 2 quarts 
of peas and broth without salt, Terry weak. 
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Tharsda;, 5th. We Drawd 4 lb of Bisd at Noon, a Little meat at 
night. Some Pea broth, About one mouthful per man. We now feel 
like priioners. 

Friday, 6th of Deer, 1776. We drawd H of bisd, 4 oz of butter at 
noon and 2 quarts of prorinder. Called bnrgo, poor stuff indeed. 

Satnrday, 7th. We drawd 4 lb of bisd at Noon, a Piece of meat and 
Rice, this Day Drawd 2 Bisd per men for back allov^^ce (viz) for Last 
Saturday at the Church. This day the Ships Crew weighd Anchor and 
fell Down the River Below Govnors Island and saild up the Bast River 
to Tnrtle Bay and Cast Anchor for winter months. 

Sunday, 8th. This day we were Almost Discouraged, but considered 
'that would not do. Cast off such thoughts. We Drawd our bread and 
Bat with sadness. At Noon Drawd Meat and Peas. We spent the day 
Reading and in meditation, hopeing for Good News, 

Mnnday, 9tb. We Drawd Bisd and Butter, at Noon, Burgo (a kind 
of porrige) the poorest trade ever man eat. Not so good as provinder 
or Swill. 

Tuesday, 10th. We drawd bisd at noon, a little meat and rice 
(Good News). We hear we are to be ezchangd soon. Corpl Hawl verry 
bad with the small pox. 

Wednesday, 11th. We Drawd Bisd. Last Night Corpl Hawl Died 
and this morning is bnryd. At Noon Drawd Peas, I mean Broth. Still 
in hopes. 

Thursday, 12th. We drawd bis. This morning is the first time we 
see snow. At noon drawd a little meat and pea broth. Verry thin. 
We almost despair of being ezchangd. 

Friday, 13th of Deer, 1776. We drawd Bisd and Butter. A Little 
water Broth. We now see Nothing but the mercy of God to intercede 
for ns. Sorrowful times, all faces Look pale. Discouraged, Discouraged. 

Saturday, 14th. We drawd Bisd, times look dark. Deaths {irevail 
Among us, also hunger and Naked. We almost conclude to stay all 
winter. At Noon Drawd Meat and Rice. Cold Increases. At Night Suf- 
fer with Cold and hanger. Nights verry long and tiresome. Weakness 
prevails. 

Sunday, 15th. Drawd Bisd, Paleness attends all faces, the Melen- 
cholyst Day I Ever Saw. At Noon Drawd meat and peas. Sunday gone 
and comfort. As sorrowful times as I ever saw. 

Mnnday, 16th of Deer, 1776. Drawd Bisd and Butter at noon. 
Bnrgo poor. Sorrow increases. The tender mercys of men are cruelty. 

Tuesday, 17th. Drawd Bisd. At Noon meat and Rice. No fire. 
Suffer with cold and hunger. We are treater worse than cattle and 
hogs. 

Wednesday, 18th. Drawd bisd and batter. At noon peas. I went 
and got a bole of peas for 4. Cold increases. Hunger Prevails. Sorrow 
Comes on. 
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Tbursday, 19th. Drawd Bisd. the Ship halld in for winter Quar- 
ters. At Noon Drawd meat and peas. People ftrow sick veny fast. 
Prisoners verrj much frowned upon by all. 

Friday, 20th. of Deer, 1776. Drawd bisd and bntter this mom. 
Snow and cold. 2 persons Dead on Deck. Last Night verry Long and 
tiresom. At noon drawd bnrgo. Prisoners hang their beads and Look 
Pale. No comfort. All sorrow. 

Saturday, 21st. Drawd Bisd. Last Night one of our Regt Got on 
shore but Got Catched. Tronbels come on Comfort gone. At Noon 
Drawd meat and Rice. Verry cold. Soldiers and Sailors verry Cross. 
Such melencholy times I never saw. 

Saturday, 22d. Last Night Nothing but Grones all night of Sick 
and Dying Men, Amazeing to behold Such hardness, sickness prevails 
fast. Deaths multiply. Drawd bisd. At noon meat and peas. Weather 
cold. Sunday gone and No Comfort. Had nothing but sorrow and 
sadness. All faces sad. 

Mnnday, 23rd. Drawd Bisd and Butter. This morning Sergt Kietb, 
Job March and several others broke out with the small poz. About 20 
Gone from here today that Listed in the king’s service. Times Look 
verry Dark. But we arc in hopes of an exchange. One dies almost 
every Day. Cold but pleasant. Bnrgo for Dinner. People gone bad 
with the Poz. 

Tuesday, 24th. Last Night verry Long and tiresom. Bisd. At 
noon rice and corn meal. About 30 sick. Were carried to town. Cold 
but pleasant. No News. All faces gro Pale and look sad. 

Wednesday, 25th. Last Night was a Sorrowful Night. Nothing but 
Grones and cries all night. Drawd bisd and butter. At noon peas. 
Capt Benehct, Lieut Clark and Bnsn Smith came on board and brought 
money for the prisoners. Sad times. 

Thursday, 26th. Last Night was spent in Dying Grones and cries. 
1 now gro poorly. Terrible storm as ever I saw. High wind, Drawd 
bisd. At noon meat and peas. Verry cold and stormy. 

Friday, 27th. Three men of our Battalion died Lost Night. The 
most Maleiicholyest night I ever saw. Small Pox increases fast. This 
Day I was blooded. Drawd bisd and butter. Stomach all gone. At 
noon Burgo. Basset is verry sick. Not Like to Live I think. 

Saturday, 28th. Drawd bisd. This morning about 10 cl Josiah 
Basset Died. Bnsn Smith come here about noon with orders to take 
me A Shore. We got to shore about Sun Set. I now feel glad. Coffee 
and Bread and Cheese. 

Sunday, 29th. Cof. and Bread and Cheese. This day washed my 
Blanket and Bakd my Cloathes. The Small Poz Now begins to come 
out. 

Munday, 30th. Nothing bnt Bread to Bat and Coffee to Drink. 
This day got a glass of wine and Drinkd. Got some Gingerbread and 
Appels to eat. 
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Tnesday, 31st. Nothing Good for Breckt. At noon verry Good. I 
grow something Poorly all Day. No fire and tis cold. Pox comes out 
rerry full for the time. The folks being gone I went into another house 
and got the man of the same to go and call my brother. When he came 
he said I wanted looking after. The man concluded to let me stay at 
his house. 

Wednesday, 1st. of Jany, 1777. Pox came out Almost full. About 
this time Job March and Daniel Smith Died with the Small Pox. 

Tbnrsday, 2nd. Bnsn Smith Lqokd About and got some thing to 
Ly on and in. A good Deal Poorly, but I endeavourd to keep up a good 
heart, considering that I should have it light for it was rerry thin and 
almost full. 

Friday, 3d. This morning the Pox Looks black in my face. This 
day Kobbert Arnold and Joshua Hurd Died with the Small Pox. This 
day Bnsn Smith got liberty to go home next morning, but omitted go- 
ing till Sunday on account of the prisoners going home. 

Saturday, 4th. Pelt more poor than common. This day the Prison- 
ers come on shore So many as was able to travel which was not near 
all. 

Sunday, 3th. This Morning Bnsn Smith and about 150 Prisoners 
were set out for home. The Prisoners looked very thin and poor. 

Monday, 6th. Pox turnd a good deal but 1 was veiry poorly, eat 
but little. Drink much. Some thing vapery. Cooghd all night. 

Tuesday, 7th. Nothing reml to write. No stomach to eat at all. 
got some bacon. 

Wednesday, 8tb. Peel better. This day I went out of doors twice. 
Nothing remarkl to write. 

Thursday, 9th. Tryd to git some salts to take but could not. 
Begin to eat a little better. 

Friday, 10th. Took a portion of salts. Bat water porrage. Gain 
in strength fast. 

Saturday, 11th. Walk out. Went and see our Connecticut officers, 
travld round. Pelt a good deal better. 

Sunday, 12th. Went and bought a pint of milk for bread. Verry 
good dinner. Gain strength fast. Verry fine weather. Went and see 
the small pox men and Samll. 

Monday, 12. Feel better. Went and see the officer. Talk about 
going home. 

Tuesday, 14th. Went to Fulton market and spent seven coppers for 
cakes. Bat them up. Washd my blanket. 

W'ednesday, 15. Cleand up all my cloathes. Left Mr. Penixes and 
went to the widow Schuylers. Board myself. 

Thursday, 16. Went to Commesary Loring. Have incouragement of 
going home. Signd the parole. 

Friday, 17tb. In expectation of going out a Sunday. Verry cold, 
buy milk and make milk porrage. Verry good liveing. Had my dinner 
giTC. 
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Saturday, 18. Verry cold. Went to see Katy and ROt my dinner. 
Went to Mr. Loring. Some enconragement of going horn a Monday, to 
hare an answer tomorrow morning. Booght snppawn meal and Yankey. 

Snoday, 19tb. Went to Mr. Lorings. He said we shonld go otrt in 
2 or 3 days. The reason of not going ont now is that they are a fight- 
ing at Kingsbridge. Went to Pbenixes and got my dinner. Almost dis- 
couraged about going home. To hare an answer tomorrow. 

Munday, 20. Nothing remarkable Mr. Loring sd we shonld hare 
an answer tomorrow. An old story. 

Tuesday, 21st. Still follow going to Mr. Lorings. No snccess. He 
keeps a saying come tomorrow. Nothing remarkable. 

Wednesday, 22. Mr. Loring say we should hare a guard tomorrow, 
but it fell through. The word is we shall go ont in 2 or 3 days. 

Thursday, 23d. Nothing remark!. Almost conclude to stay all 
winter. 

Friday, 24th. Encouragement. Mr. Loring say that we shall go 
tomorrow. We most parade at his quarters tomorrow by 8 oclock. 

Saturday, 25th. We paraded at Mr. Lorings by 8 or 9 oclk. 
Marchd off about 10 oclk. Marcbd abont 6 miles and the officers got a 
waggon and 4 or 5 of us rid about 4 miles, then trarl'd about 1^ m 
then the ofir got a waggon and brought ns to the lines. We were 
blindfolded when we came by Port Independency. Come about % of a 
mile whare we stay all night. Lay on the floor in onr cloatbes but 
little rest. 

Sunday, 26th. We marched by son rise. March bnt 8 miles whare 
we got supper and lodging on free cost. This day gave 18 pence for 
breekft, 19 pence for dinner. 

Munday, 27th. Marchd 2 miles. Got breekft cost 19 pence. Travld 
2 or 3 miles and a waggon orertook ns a going to Stanford. We now 
got a change to ride. Our dinner cost 11 count lawfl. About 3 oclok 
met with Capt Hinmans Company. See Judea folks and heard from 
home. This day come 13 miles to horse neck. Supper cost 16. Lodg- 
ing free. 

Tuesday, 28th. Breekft cost 11. Rode to Stanford. Dinner 16. 
Trarld 3 miles, supr and lodg free. 



Thus Corporal Slade’s journal ends abruptly with his 
return to his home in Connecticut, which, by one account, 
was then in New Canaan, near Stamford. His early home, 
however, was in Washington, Conn., where he married 
Rebecca Plumb in 1779. 
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CHAPTER XXV. 

REV. SETH S. ARNOLD OF ALSTEAD, N. H. 

A S the Rev. Seth S. Arnold was pastor of the church 
at Alstead Centre at the time when many members 
of the Slade family attended services there, and as 
his “Sermon” and “Historical Sketches” have been so 
often quoted in this volume, a brief account of his life, 
drawn from a variety of sources, may be of interest. 

Seth Shaler Arnold, son of Seth and Esther (Ranney) 
Arnold, was horn in Westminster, Vt., Feb. 22, 1788. His 
father came from East Haddam, Conn., to Westminster 
soon after the Revolution and settled on the upper street, 
where his house is still standing. It is the colonial house, 
now owned and occupied by George Foster. Seth S. 
Arnold prepared for college with Rev. Sylvester Sage of 
Westminster and at Deerfield (Mass.) Academy. He grad- 
uated at Middlebury college in 1812 and received the 
degrees of A. B. and A. M. He taught a select school in 
Bladensbnrg, Md., and studied theology with Rev. J. 
Breckenridge, Washington, D. C., in 1812 and 1813. He 
was first sergeant in the War of 1812. 

He began to preach in Alstead the first Sabbath in 
May, 1815. In his historical sermon, page 15, he says: 

“Deacon Cook proTidentially went to Westminster to inquire for a 
candidate, jnst at the time I returned to mj father’s, after haring 
preached during the winter in Mass.” 

He was ordained pastor of the church at Alstead Cen- 
tre, Jan. 17, 1816, and continued his work there till his 
health failed in the fall of 1833, and he was dismissed April 
24, 1834. He does not appear to have had another per- 
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mancnt parish but to have supplied pulpits from time to 
time in New Hampshire and Vermont. He preached in the 
First Congregational church in Walpole, N. H., most, if 
not all, of the year 1836, and was acting pastor of the 
Congfregational church in Westminster, Vt., in 1838-9 and 
1845-6. He was admitted to the Westminster church, Jan. 
28, 1810, by profession and dismissed to Acworth, N. H., 
Feb. 14, 1847. Within the memory of some of the present 
residents of Westminster he lived in his father’s house on 
Main street. He took part in the Centennial celebration 
of the Westminster church, June 11, 1867. The report of 
the exercises says: 

“There was present, of the former pastors of the church, Rev. S. S. 
Arnold of Ascatneyville, Vt., whose venerable form speaks the near 
approach of four score years.” 

Mr. Arnold died in Ascutneyville, April 3, 1871, and 
was buried in the old cemetery at Westminster. On his 
gravestone an open Bible is carved, with the text: “The 
Law of the Lord is perfect.” His wife, Ann House, and 
his daughter, Sophia, are buried near him. 

Mr. Arnold’s fine autograph signature is copied from 
a deed from Samuel Slade to Samuel Slade, Jr., which he 
witnessed, Oct. 12, 1831. 

Although Mr. Arnold was no doubt a faithful pastor 
and a well trained preacher, his special claim to remem- 
brance, by which he was distinguished from other country 
clergymen of his day, is found in the little volume of 
sixty pages entitled :

Ten years later he published in Keene, N. H., a contin- 
uation of the “Historical Sketches,” from 1826 to 1836, 
■which was bound up with the first issue. The sermon and 
accompanying sketches form one of the earliest attempts 
to prepare the history of a New England town. Some of 
the first settlers were living when the sermon was preached, 
and the historical sketches, embodying their memories, 
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give a fairly complete history of the first three quarters of 
a century, with accounts of the early settlers and their 
familiea and many interesting incidents. The volume has 
formed the basis of later histories of the town. The 
sketches are written in a lively and conversational style 
and give a favorable impression of the character and liter- 
ary ability of the author. 

Mr. Arnold was settled in Alstead on an annual salary 
of $400, and about $700 was raised by subscription for 
a settlement. He says: 

"The ladies, by their generoas contribation, have some time since 
made their pastor a li£e-member of the American Bible Society and also 
of the American Tract Society.'’ (page 39.) 

REV. SETH S. ARNOLD was married, Jan. 22, 1817, to 

Ann House, of Andover, Conn., who died Peb. 3, 1841, 

aged 53.

16, 1817; attended 
Walpole Academy for the year ending Peb. 28, 1837 ; admitted 
to the Westminster Chnrch, Not.

Alfred Stevens, pastor of the chnrch in the West parish.

4, 1838; died at Mt. Holyoke Pemale 
Seminary, Jnne 29, 1841. Bnried in Westminster, Vt. 

HI. OuTiA, admitted to the chnrch in Westminster by profession

ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS. 

T homas and Anna Root, (sec page 41,) had a sister. 
Obedience, bom in Enfield, Conn., June 4, 1760, who 
came to Alstead, N. H., with her brother. She was 
married in Walpole, Dec. 13, 1781, by Rev. Thomas Fes- 
senden, to Dr. Jonathan Knights, Jr. They had three 
children baptized in Walpole: Jerusha, Jan. 19, 1783; 
Obedience, Nov. 7, 1784; Sybil, May 28, 1786. Dr. 
Knights and his wife were admitted to the church in Wal- 
pole, Jan. 19, 1783. An inscription in Walpole cemetery 
shows that Mrs. Obedience Knight, wife of Dr. Jonathan 
Knight, Jr., died Feb. 12, 1789, in the 29th year of her age. 
Dr. Knight afterwards removed to Westmoreland, N. H. 

Thomas Root, Sr., moved in 1783 from Enfield to 
Middlefield, Conn., and died there aged 95. Thomas Root, 
Jr., moved from Alstead to China (now Arcade), Wyoming 
Co., N. Y., where he was one of the founders of the Con- 
gregational Church. He died there, aged nearly 90 (see 
“Root (jcnealogical Records.”) 

Page 43. “Kimball hill,” so called, belongs to Henry 
O. Porter, of Alstead, who owns the William and Samuel 
Slade farms.

These 
facts are furnished by Mrs. Stephen Slade of Fitchburg, 
who remembers the circumstances. 

Page 71. Lucys Webster, daughter of Benjamin E. 
and Jane (Slade) Webster, was born in Walpole, N. H.. 
Sept. 21, 1828, and died in Saginaw, Mich., April 28, 
1902. She was married in Detroit, Mich., March 6, 1856, 
to Peter Dixon, who was born in the north of England, 
April 5, 1817. His parents came to America the next year 
and lived three years in Philadelphia and afterwards in 
Trenton, N. J. His father was a weaver and at the age 
of eleven the son began to work in a cotton factory and 
continued till 1844, when he went to Detroit, Mich., and 
opened a meat market. He made a specialty of curing 
hams and accumulated a fortune of about $40,000. In 
1865 he went to Chicago and founded a commission house 
which he carried on successfully, till his fortune and place 
of business were destroyed in the great fire of 1871. In 
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March, 1872, be removed to Saginaw, Mich., and entered 
the meat market business which he carried on for some 
years. He was for several years Director of the City 
Poor. He is still living in Saginaw at the age of 92 years 
and is described as “hale and hearty.”

Dana Slade (see page 117) and George Aldrich 
of Westmoreland belonged to the party which consisted of 
not more than fifteen members. Aldrich was killed by 
Indians^ The company was successful and a handsome 
profit was divided among the members. After his return 
Lewis Webster was married, Oct. 26, 1852, to Martha F. 
Dunbar, daughter of Dr. George F. Dunbar of Westmore- 
land, N. H. They removed to Detroit, Mich., where he 
was in the provision business. Later, he removed to 
Chicago and carried on the same business with his brother- 
in-law, Peter Dixon, as “Webster and Dixon.” He served 
for three years in the Union Army and was captain or 
lieutenant. He was in the lumber business in Saginaw; 
then went to Kansas and located on a farm or sheep- 
ranch. He died in Dunlap, Morris County, Kansas, in 
1883.

Page 113. SAMUEL HADLEY® WEBSTER, son of 
Benjamin E. and Jane (Slade) Webster, was bom in Surry, 
N. H., Dec. 19, 1822, and died in Colorado Springs, Col., 
June 19, 1898. He attended district school winters and 
worked on his father’s farm summers till he was 20 years 
old. He then worked on a railroad two years and then 
kept hotel in Boston. He decided to remove to the West, 
and settled in Detroit, Mich., and was a successful mer- 
chant there for seven years. In 1856, his attention hav- 
ing been attracted by the lumber regions of the Saginaw 
Valley, he removed to Saginaw and settled on the west 
side of the river. He was in the lumbering and salt-mak- 
ing business in Saginaw and vicinity till 1880 and built 
and sold a number of saw mills and salt works. He then 
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sold his manufacturing business and devoted himself to 
the care of his mining and timber interests and to the 
development of a fine farm east of the city. With his son, 
Benjamin Franklin, he was an extensive dealer in pine 
timber and other properties. He was a successful and 
capable man of business. A notice in a Saginaw news- 
paper states that his wife, who survived him, was a 
daughter of Eli Rice of Bartonville, Vt., that they resided 
at the “Bancroft” for about 30 years, and that he was 
buried at Colorado Springs, where his son lives. The 
notice says: “He was a most companionable gentleman 
and his honesty and gentle ways endeared him to all with 
whom he came in contact. His social ways and his kind- 
ly manner; his hearty appreciation of the merits of others 
and his enjoyment in whatever brought good to them; 
his integrity, which was tried by the vicissitudes of fortune 
and found to be sterling and true; all of these things will 
cause his memory to be treasured by all who knew him 
during his long career.”

Nathaniel® Rust, of Tolland, Conn., who 
moved to Alstead in 1767 and was the donor and one of 
the proprietors of the “John Slade Cemetery,” was a 
descendant in the fifth generation from Hhnry Rnst, the 
emigrant. The line of ascent was through Nathaniel®, 
Nathaniel®, Israel®, to Henryk. Nathaniel®, bom in North- 
ampton, Mass., in 1695, married Hannah Hatch of Cov- 
entry, Conn. Nathaniel®, bora in Northampton, Nov. 17, 
1671, married Mary or Mercy Atchinson, and removed to 
Coventry. Israel®, baptized in Hingham, Mass., Nov. 12, 
1643, married Rebecca Clark and removed to Northamp- 
ton. Henryi came from Hingham, England, and settled in 
Hingham, Mass., as early as 1635. He removed to Bos- 
ton before 1651. 

Job Thomson, one of the proprietors of the “John 
Slade Cemetery,” bought 81 acres of land of John Slade in 
1779, extending from the Surry road to Walpole line. He 
was living on this farm as late as March, 1790, when he 
sold 26 acres from the west end to Zebulon Crane, son of 
Lemuel Crane. In 1795 this land was described in a deed 
as “William Thomson’s land” and is the same farm that 
Capt. William Thomson owned and lived on at his death 
in 1833. The house, in which Capt. Thomson lived, was 
very likely built by Job Thomson, who is believed to have 
been William’s father. 

Job Thomson, Jr., who lived opposite Capt. William 
on what is known as the “Silas Angier place,” sold part 
of his land to William Slade in 1799 and in June, 1808, 
was apparently living in Brookfield, Vt., where he wit- 
nessed a note of Samuel Slade. 
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CHAPTER XXVII. 

MISCELLANIES— ANECDOTE OF JOHN SLADE, JUNIOR— OPHIR 
MINING COMPANY— THE SLADE ARMS-ALSTEAD 
MEETING HOUSE. 

J OHN SLADE, JUNIOR, of Alstead, N. H., and Brook- 
field, Vt., an account of whom has been given in 
Chapter VII, is entitled to especial remembrance as 
having served in the Revolutionary Army in the battle of 
Bunker Hill and the Siege of Boston. He removed to 
Brookfield, Vt., about 1794 and seems to have passed out 
of the knowledge of other branches of the family. It is 
known that he was living in Brookfield in 1832 at the 
age of eighty years. The following anecdote has lately 
been received and makes an interesting addition to the 
history of this brave soldier of the Revolution : “ A grand- 
daughter of Peter Bean of East Brookfield says she remem- 
bers an old man, whom she only recalls as ‘Grandpa 
Slade,’ who lived in the Bean family (why, she cannot 
tell,) and who was an old Revolutionary soldier. He was 
very fond of telling that once, when he was on picket 
duty. General Washington came to be let through the 
line. Mr. Slade challenged him for the countersign and the 
General said, ‘ Why, I am your general. Cannot you let 
your general through?’ Mr. Slade replied, ‘No, I know 
no man, when on duty;’ and Washington had to give the 
countersign and was very much pleased at the conduct of 
his gpiard.” 

THE OPHIR MINING COMPANY. 

In the sketch of Dana Slade, on pages 117 and 118, 
an account is given of his experiences in California in 
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1849 and 1850 as a member of the Ophir Mining and 
Trading Company of Boston, of which his cousin, Lewis 
Webster, and George Aldrich, of Westmoreland, N. H., were 
also members. A printed copy of the original by-laws of 
this Company has been preserved among the Slade family 
papers with the endorsement: “This is Dana's company.” 
As a matter of historical interest, these by-laws are repro- 
duced on page 184, as nearly as possible like the original 
in appearance. 

SLADE COAT OF ARMS. 

According to Fairbanks’ “Book of Crests” and Burke’s 
“General Armory,” two English families of the name of 
Slade are entitled to use coats of arms. These families are 
the Slades of Trevennen, Cornwall, and o^Maunsel House, 
Somers. Fairbanks describes the crest of the Cornwall 
family as “a lion’s gamb, erased, holding up a plume of 
three ostrich feathers.” On the shield are three nags’ heads, 
erased. The crest used by Sir Cuthbert Slade, Bart, of 
Maunsel House, is described by Fairbanks: “On a mount 
vert a horse’s head erased sa. encircled with a chain in the 
form of an arch, gold.” Motto: " Fidus et audax — A boa 
droit." The shield has three horses’ heads, erased, similar 
to the Cornwall family. The Trevennen Arms are those 
of which Governor William Slade had a water color draw- 
ing made about 1845, as mentioned on page 74. while the 
arms of Maunsel House have been used on letter heads by 
some branches of the Slade family in America. The 
descendants of William Slade of Windsor, Conn., cannot 
claim the right to use either coat of arms, until his con- 
nection with one of theke families is shown, although the 
matter is one of interest to many members of the family.

Tra&g Coiiipajy of BostM, of whitt’ i-tlers in the southwestern part of Alstead 
Wtbnn,aod(x(»|tAldnck,ofW"<’“''®cticut about 1767, as narrated on pages 
aoitioi A priattd cap They had without doubt been in the habit of 
ths ConpaoT ias betii rti religious services in their former homes and in 
pipnimitiicado>^tc of a church in Alstead, some of them, John Bur- 
Asaniatterofiijias and his sons in particular, were admitted to the 
8wdoopajf*rch in Walpole. Steps were soon taken towards the 
b aj^icarar'rmation of a church. In 1774, John Slade was appointed 
on a committee to select a place for a meeting house, in 
Act 1776 on a committee to hire a candidate, and in 1778 on 
“Ger a committee to treat with Rev. James Treadway, and also 
Shd on a committee to build a meeting house. In 1778, the 
tlf 6rst Congregational church was organized at a meeting 
S conducted by Rev. Thomas Fessenden of Walpole in the 
barn of Captain Oliver Shepard. According to Rev. S. S. 
Arnold, a meeting house was completed for use at Alstead 
Centre in June, 1781. It was soon proposed to build 
another meeting house, probably better suited to the 
increased population, and a house was built near the first 
and dedicated Oct. 8, 1793. In 1828 this meeting house, 
says Arnold, was turned half round, a cupola built and a 
bell purchased. The first settled minister seems to have 
been Rev. Jacob Mann, from 1782 to 1789, and the second. 
Rev. Samuel Mead, from 1791 to 1797. It was at this 
church at Alstead Centre, about three miles away, that the 
Slades and their neighbors attended religious services. It 
had a high pulpit but no sounding board, galleries on two 
sides and square pews. The bell is said to have been cast 
by Paul Revere. This house was owned by the town and 
for many years town meetings were held in it. It was 
unfortunately destroyed by fire in 1881. The tongue of 
the bell was saved and is still preserved. When the meet- 
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ing house was repaired and improved in 1828, the pews 
were newly assigned by the committee and certificates 
were issued. Slip No. 20 on the lower floor was assigned 
to Samuel Slade and his brother-in-law, Captain William 
Thompson, and slip No. 9 on the lower floor to Samuel 
Slade, Jr. A reproduction of one of these certificates is 
given on page 186, in which the appearance of the orig- 
inal is imitated as closely as can be done with types. 

An amusing story is told, which illustrates the simple 
methods of the early times. The young people walked the 
long distance from the Slade neighborhood to the meeting 
house on Sundays, and in order to save wear of their best 
shoes, went barefoot till near the church and then would 
put their shoes on again. 

Since printing the sketch of Rev. Seth S. Arnold, in 
Chapter XXV, the following additional facts have been 
ascertained. He served in the United States army two 
months in the War of 1812, at the defense of Annapolis. 
Beside his services as pastor in Alstead, Westminster and 
Walpole, he preached in Gilsum, N. H., 1833-’35; Unity, 
N. H., 1841-’42; the third church in Alstead, 1847-’49; 
Halifax. Vt., 1852-’56; Roxbury, N. H„ 1856-’58; and 
West Townshend, Vt., 1858-’64. He resided afterward in 
Ascutneyville, Vt.
